Mount Velee in Violent Eruption—Le 
Carbet Swept by Tidal Nave. 


Castries, Island of St. Lucia, Brit- 
ish West Indies, Sept. 2.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Korona arrived here yes- 
terday evening from Fort De France, 
Istand of Martinique. She reports 
that a terrible eruption of Mont Pe 
lee occurred at  o’clock Saturday 
night, and that people who arrived 
at Fort De France from the northern 
part of the island reported that the 
Village of Morne Rouge (near the dis- 
trict previously devastated), had been 
entirely destroyed, and that Le Car- 
het (a Village on the coast, close to 
the southern end of the territory, 
which wax destroyed at the time of 
the great eruption) hos betn swept by 
a tidal wave. About 200 persons lost 
their lives,

Richard Elllott wrote a preface al-

It was fe curious circumstance, of 
Paul's art that. while he himself was 
of a very sensitive and hyppressible 
nature, the attitude he choseto assume 
In his verse, one described by Richard 
Elliott In a magazine article on “avy.

Judge Parker's attitude, and that gen- 
tleman might have asked with far 
more sincerity:

“Thav's what the bank directors 
think,” returned the judge jocosely. 
“Well, it’s a queer thing—a mighty 
queer thing. I knew a man who did 
something like it here—and he resem- 
bled Lrother Will too.” 

This was the only milusion the judge 
ever made to the matter. Everything 
fo the old Parker house remained as it 
was before Brother Will's Inpse. The 
Judge had never been extravagant. He 
was not obliged to change In any way 
his domestic or social customs, and it 
will be seen that bis spirits and life 
had been less affected by bis ruin than 
had Paul Haviland’s by the remotest 
shadow of adverse criticism. : 

Perhaps this sketch will be supposed 
too decided in its contrasts to be a 
thing of facts, On the other hand, ft 
mnay be truthfully sald that It Is a very 
moderate presentation of the vivid 
variety of persons, perhaps In the 
world: certainly on the north side’ of 
Chicago. 





Pins In England. 

In England the ordinary domestic 
Pin had become In the siftecnth cen- 
tury an article of sufficient Importance 
to warrant legislative notice. An act 
of parliament passed In 1483 probibit- 
ed the Importation of pins. As o ne 
cessity of the toilet pins were Intro- 
duced Into England fo the latter part 
of the Ofteenth century by Catherine 
Tfoward, queen of Henry VIIL, who 
received them from France. 

Very good pins of brass were made 
at this period, but a large portion of 
them were made of fron, which was 
blanched and sold for brass pins. In 
order to prerent this Imposition upon 
the good people of England parliament 
SA passed an act providing that 
“no person shall put to sale auy pins 
but such as shall be double headed and 
have the heads soldered fast to the 
rhanks of the pins, well staoothed, the 
shanks well shapen, the points well 
rounded, filed, canted gud sharpened." 

England contlneed to depend upon 
France for {ts supply of pins till the 
Year 1626, when John Tilsby Intro- 
duced the manufacture inte Glouces- 
tershire. In 1636 the manufacture was 
fotroduced into Uristol and Birming- 
ham, the’ latter place“ulthnately be- 
coming the great center of the Indus: 
try.

The Little Ones Were Fanic-Stricken— 
Seventy-Five Persons Drowned—Shore 
Strewn With Skeletons of Vessele— 
Pierce South African Gale, Dashed 
Veasels to Wleces—The Premier Fears 
Loss Is Very Great. 


Cape Town, Sept. 2.—It is now es- 
timated that 75 persons were drown- 
ed in Algou Bay during the storm 
which swept over Port Elizabeth yes- 
terday. Among the wrecked vessels 
ix the British ship Inchcape Tock, 
which arrived ut Algon Bay on Aug- 
ust 2 from Portland, Oregon. Part 
of her crew were savod. fi 

Many of the Jost were women and 
children. . 

Five of the anchored boats were 
dashed to pieces and their skeletons 
appeared alinost where, on Aug. 16, 
the two Dritish barques and the Cape 
Town steamer were wrecked with a 
consequent loss of 23 lives, 

The panic atnong the sailors when 
the storm struck to-day was pitiful 
to see. 

Among the vessels in the. harbor 
were hb dozen scows, towed by two 
tugs. Cn sonie of them were whole 
families, the children playing on the 
decks. 

As the clouds grew blacker the lit- 
tle ones vainly ran to their parents 
for shelter. The latter were as pan- 
iesxtricken as their children, 

Some mothers fell to their knees in 
prayer. Others gasped us the fierce 
blast struck from them their breath, 
and they disappeared into the cabins 
never to emerge. 

To add to the confusion, the boil- 
ers of the two tugs, caught by the 
trough .of — the great sea, exploded, 
and the cries of the perishing, iwing- 
led with the high, weird skrick of the 
storin as it broke upon the rocks and 
sped on past the coast Innd up to 
the veldts that lie beyond. 

Sir John Gordon Spricg, the Pre- 
micr, auid in the House of Assembly 
this afternoon, that he feared the loss 
of life from th: gale would be cnor- 
mous, : 

The storm broke shortly before mid- 
night last night, and was accompan- 
Jed Uy a deluge of rain and brilliant 
lightning. The night was very dark. 
Several tugs went out to the assist- 
ance of the endangered vessels, but 
pothing was visible from the *xhore 
at Port Elizabeth. except the contin- 
ual flashes of rockets as signals of 
distress, 

Daylight revealed the beach at the 
north «nd of Algoa Bay strewn with 
vessels lying high and ‘dry, while 
others were in the surf and being 
swept by the huge breakers. 7 
With Zhe exception of four vessels, 
which foundered with all hands, ev- 
ery sailing vessel in the roadstead 
was ashore at midday. Many steat- 
ers, after weathering the storm all 
nicht, steamed out to sea at day- 
break. Fifty bodies have already 
been washed arhore. 

Tha British steamer Scot. belong- 
ing to the Union Steamship Company 
ithampton, left Port Elizabeth 
¥ for Cape Town. She was 
due here early this morning. but has 
not xet been sighted, Great anxiety 
is felt: regarding her fate.

Preparation Both Temporal aed Spiritual 
Must, Therefore, Be Made by the Wise 
Ban For the Mysterious Change—XNo 
Need For the Christian to Fear, For 
“Death Is Swallowed Up im Vistory.”

Chicago, Aug. 31.—Sound advice in 
view of the uncertainty of life is giv- 
en in this sermon by Rev. F. Do Witt 
Talmage on the text Isalah xxxvili, 
1, ‘Set thine house in order for 
thou shalt die.’’ 

Iam going to stay aboard this 
planet as long as I can. When the 
time comes for me to die, I believe 
sufficient grace will be given to me 
with which to dic. But { have never 
felt less like dying than at tho pres- 
ent time. My home was never so 
happy, my friends never more kind, 
my work never more absorbing. Pres- 
ent earthly life is incypressibly sweet 
to me. I feel in reference to it a 
great deal as did Christopher North, 
the physical and literary athicte, 
who, with his friends und children, 
used to race over the heather of old 





Scotland, his yellow epgls a-flying in- 
the winds, Siactag anf shouting as 
he ran, because bubbling over 


with joy and animal spirits. I am 
in love with the world beTcause I like 
the people who are in it. 

But, though earthly, life may be a 
priceless boon to some people as well 
as to myvelf, yct there must come to 
all qa time when we shall have to die. 
Perhaps, like Hezekiah of my text, 
who besought Cod by prayer to in- 
crease his earthly day, we may be 
able to prolong our existence ten, 
fifteen or even tventy years, by rig- 
idly obeying the well tested physical 
laws of heatth. Dio Lewis, the great 
lecturer upon. hygiene, once declared 
that every normalshealthy child born 
into the world ought to live to be at 
least 100 years old. He asserted that 
nearly all the members of the human 
race do not live out half their carth- 
ly life because they do not eat the 
right kind of food, wear the proper 
clothing and take the proper amount 
of exercise. 

But though the longevity of the hu- 
man race might be increased to 100 
or even 200 years, though the pres- 
ent generation might. be able to 
reach the two hundredth and fiftieth 
milestone which marks the highway 
of life’s journey, instead of only the 
twenticth. or fiftieth or seventicth 
milestone, yet for every man or wo- 
man, there must come at least an 
end to earthly existence. The Bible 
distinctly and emphatically states it. 
All history proves it. Thovgh Dio 
Lewis himself rigidly practised the 
laws of health which his keen ond 
far reaching intellect framed: though 
he only ate just enough food to re- 
plenish the amount of waste tissue; 
though he wore the proper clothing 
and daily took the proper amount of 
physical exercise, yet Dio Lewis him- 
self had to dic. So the same words 
of warning which the prophet Isaiah 
brought to tho sick ruler in the an- 
cient Jerusalem palace, I bring to 
you. They*are Just as pertinent for 
the present centration ‘as they were 
to the Ha@rew king who lived nearly 
2,000 years ago. 

Tn anticipating his earthly demise a 
comuion sense mun should in the first 
place set his temporal house in order. 
That means he should, if necessary, 
get his life insured, He shou'd make 
out his past will and testament. Ie 
should appoint the executors of his 
estate und the future guardian of his 
children Tle shonid explain the de 
tails of his business and invest his 
imoueys in such y manner as that his 
executors can easily carry out his 
plans. He should train up his chil- 
dren of his lieutenants so that they 
may carry on his work after he ” is 
dead. Ile should, if desirable, buy 
his family plot and make all ar- 
rangeinents for the last resting pluce 
of himself and hig loved ones. We 
have contempt for the man who has 
so- little interest in the temporal wel- 
fare of his wife and chilttrcn that he 
will not inake a last will and testa- 
inent to decide how his estate is to be 
divided. We despise tho selfishly 
thoughticss man who will leave his 
business affairs in one grand, Lig, 
inexplicable& muddle. ‘ 

Although Io am, comparatively 
speaking, a young man, yet [ have 
had a great deal of experience in 
sickrooms and by deathbeds, und, my 
brother, I want to warn you us a 
fricnd that in! ali probability when 
you come to die you will not have 
any time to fix up your estate und 
make an intelligent will and testa- 
ment. In all probability you will be 
in such physical and mental weakness 
that you will not have enough 
strength to do anything else but he 
in your bed and murmur a few words 
of farewell until you are gone.

It ix as foolish as 
the superstition xome people have 
about sitting one of thirteey at a 
table or looking at the new moon 
over the wrong shoulder or carrying 
& new-born babe downstairs before 
he ix carried upstairs. —1t ix so fool- 
ish that ¥ anv surprisee it should be 
nnywhere entertained among intelli- 
gent people. You will not die — be 
cause you make your last will and 
testament, but vou ought to make 
Your last will end testament in’ re 
ference to your temporal affairs be 
* your death is inevitable. “Set 
> house in order,”* : 
“But, Mr. Talmage.” says some 
other, “what is the good of making a 
Yast will and testament? -L have no- 









thing to leava except a few clothes 
in my wardrode, and there are not 
many of them. I am q clerk “on a 
comparatively small salary. I live up 
to the last cent of my income. und I 
cannot afford to insure iny life for 
the benefit of my children.”’ 

My brother, that is a very brave 
and frank statement to make; You 
say it is useless for you to make a 
Jast will and testament because you 
have nothing to leave and cannot af- 
ford to even get your life insured. If 
You, a great big, strong man, are 
having such a hard time to make a 
living, what) will your physically 
weak wife do with a big brood of 
little ones strapped upon her back 
when you are dead? If it is so hard 
for you to swim inthe current of 
life and keep your head above the 
waters, how will she, a poor widow, 
be able to do it, when your strong 
arm is gone? Will the world — be 
kinder to her than it is to you? Has 
the crucl.world ever been any gentler 
or. extended a more helpful hand to 
a wife and a mother who is Icft a 
Poverty stricken widow than it has 
for you? # 

Mark you, for what most men fool- 
ishly squander every year, for the 
money they spend for cigars and lux- 
urics, for theatre tickets, fishing ex- 
cursions and baseball games, clubs 
and parties, they could get their lives 
insured for enough, and more than 
enough, to support and educate their 
children long after they are dead. 
Furthermore, my brother, if you are 
not willing to economize fn your sel- 
fish indulgences for the physical main- 
tenance and mental developinent of 
your children by insuring your life, 
then your professed love for your wife 
and chikiren is u mere insincere pro- 
fession of the Jips and not of the 
heart. **Set thine house in order.”* 

But my text has a wider scope than 
the mere fixing up of the temporal 
house. In anticipating his earthly de 
inls¢ g common sense man should set 
his spiritual as well as his temporal 
house in order. We should prepare 
for his own cternal journey over the 
river of death, besides looking after 
the temporal interests of the members 
of the household he is going to leave 











































behind, Unless » man has takcn a 
long journcy away from home, a 
Journey “swhich runs up into the 


months and perhaps into the years, 
he can have no conception of the im- 
mense amotnt* of preparation neces- 
sary. In the first place he must get, 
his letter of credit drawn up and 
signe It would be practically sin- 
Possible to start on a journey around 
the world, as 1 did same years ago, 
and carry cnovgh gold and silver 
with you to pay all your necessary 
expenses. Why, the gold and silver 
would be as heavy as a satchelful of 
lead. Besides, | the gold and silver 
that are stamped in the American 
mint would not be acceptable in for- 
eign lends. Every country has its 
own system of national currency. 
Further, if a traveler should be 
weighdd down with A satchelful of 
coin, he would in all probability be 
Waylaid by some thief and murderer 
and slain for his gold. So it is the 
custom of the traveler about to start” 
on ao jfourncy to buy a letter of cred- 
it. He pays to the cashier of any 
ene of our great American banking 
ouses, like Brown Bros. or J. P. 
Morgan & Co., a certain amount of 
monty. That hank gives him a letter 
of credit, and he can get the money 
noted in the letter of ercdit cashed 
by the agents of the bank In almost 






every city of the world. If you are 
going into any dangerous region it 
is also very important for you to 


have a passport. ‘ihis passport, 
signed) by the Secretary of State at 
Washington, is a jotification that 
you are an American citizen. If any 
foreign nation insults or maltreats 
you, that nation will have to answer 
fur the insult to the United States 
Government. 

y friend, as you have 
take an eternal journey, as perhaps in 
the, very near future you will have 
to leave this old planet and go into 
the endless life beyond, what spirit- 
ual preparation have you mace for the 
momentous embarkation? Mave you 
inads the proper spiritual preparation 
for the journey which shall take you 
into a country where you would like 
to live through endless eternity, where 
you would like to live until time it- 
self shall be no lon, Mave you in 
readiness for this eternal lourney a 
letter of credit made out at the 
Bank of Divine Grace? Have you 
clernal passport written in red ink— 
written in the blood which flowed 
out of the wounded side of a dying 
and an atoning Christ? If you have 
not such uw letter of credit, you are 
Jost. indecd, * even though” in this 
world you had all the wealth of a 
Rothschild, q Vanderbilt, a Rocke 
feller or an Astor, even though you 
once on carth lived in as magnificent 
A imunsion as did Dives of old, at 
whose gate the dogs wergflicking the 
sores of a dying beggar. Shrouds 
have no pockets, and a skeleton’s 
hony fingers can hold no gold, and 
all your worldly riches will then be 
but dross, which you cannot carry 
with you on that last Journey. But, 
if you have the letter of credit of 
divine grace und the passport stamp- 
ed with the crimson seal of Calvary, 
then the long journey will be accom- 
plished safely, and the gates of, the 
New Jerusatem will be opened unto 
you, no matter how financially poor 
you may have been on earth, because 
you ure pleading there for admittance 
in Christ's name.

My brother, as you must. take this 
long Journpgy through the yalley of 
the shadow gf death with th: divine 
Passport in your hands, how can you 
ever expect to rejoin your loval ones 
unless you make previous arrange 
snents with them where to” mevt? 
Having a letter of credit at tho Bunk 
of Grace, you say you exmet 6, 
Journcy to the Celestial City. Have 
you ever told your lovedrouts about 
that city? Have you ever told them 
how to get to that centre of the uni- 
verse?) Have you ever told them 
there is only one way to reach your 
destination, and that is for them to 
obtain forgiveness of their sins by 
the blood of the Lamb, so that their 
heavenly advent shall be made jus- 
sible? 12 it is important for you to 
make spiritual preparations for the 
journey of death by being washed tn 
the Saviour’s blood, is it nut just us 
important for your loved ones to be 
cleansed by tho same bloud? 

But there’ is one overwnelming 
thought about my text upon which I 
love to dwell. If we go to the throne 
of grace in the right spirit of prayer, 
God will let everyone of us live as 
long as is necessary to do the work 
he wants us to do in his name. When 
the prophet Isaiuh entered the royal 
palace of Jerusalem and said to the 
sick Hezckigh, *“lhus saith the Lond, 
set thine house in order, for thou 
shalt die,"" the king turned his face 
toward the wall and began to weep. 
Hezekiah was not weeping because he 
had to die. He was not afraid to 
die. But he wept because be could 
not accomplish for God and his peo- 
ple that which scemed necessary for 
him to do. Then, in answer to Hez- 
ckiah’s prayer, God said to Jasiah 
the prophet, “Go and say to Heze 
Miah. Thus saith the Lord the God 
of David thy father,- Ihave heard 
the prayer; I have. seen the tears. 
Tehold 1 will add unto thy days fif- 
tten years. So, to-day, if, like Hez- 
vkiah, we will pray inthe right 
spirit, God will Iet most of us live 
long enough to carry the gospel mes- 
sage to all of our dear oncs as well 
us lo spirituaSy prepare for our 
own eternal journey. But as our 
earthly time is short, in order to 
make this spiritual preparaticn our- 
selves and to help make the spiritual 
preparation of our loved ones — by 
bringing them to the Saviour, we 
must consecrate ourselves to the 
Lord’s service now.

The One Known In History as the 


“Victory of: Victories.” 

The battle which is known in history 
as the “Victory of Victories” took 
place at Neharend, in Ecbatana, and 
was fought between the new Moslem 
power in 637 and the empire of Per- 
sia, then one of the most powerful of 
the eastern monarchies.

years, was at once supplanted by Is- 
lam. Ita modern representatives, as is 
well known, ore now the Tarsees of 
India. 

The victory was. so absolutely de- 
elsive that it extended the Arabian do- 
minions oyer the whole of the region 
lying between the Casptan sea and the 
Indian ocean, With the exception per- 
haps of the battle of Tours, no single 
fight ever made such a difference in 
the after history of tho world.

CUERCION IN IRELAND. . 





Dublin, Limerick and Various Counties 
Are Proclaimed, 


Dublin, Sept. 3.—The counties of 
King’s, Limerick, Longford, Queen's 
and Westmeath, and the Boroughs of 
Dublin and Limerick, have been pro- 
clulined, under the Crimes Act, under 
the sections dealing with trial by 
special jury and change of venue, 

The Nationalists regard othe new 
Crimes Act proclamation, which 
brings a total of 17 counties, nearly 
the whole of Treland, under its opera- 
tion, ax a decluration of war by Mr, 
George Wyndham, the Chief Secro- 
tary for Ireland, on the Irish League, 
eth the not unlikely precursor of the 
suppression of the league.

FAIR AND ACTIVE FEET. 


Comfort In Hot Weather or at Any 

Other Time Is Easily Attained. 

Not wholly responsible for the tender 
feet which cause some women many 
unhappy “hours during the warm 
weather are the shoes they wear, Fre- 
quently the pain comes from lack of , 
proper care, yet very few of the fair 
creatures who trip dalntily along 
would admit that they have negiccted 
a really importagt part of the dally 
tollet, says the New York Herald in 
preface to the following excellent nd- 
vice: J 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon the 
beneficial effects resulting from bath- 
ing the fect frequently and properly. 
Extremely hot water should never be 
used, as it tends to make the skin 
more sensitive than ever, Lukewarm 
water is always best, though in sum- 
mer few can resist the delightful sen- 
sation of plunging the warm and dzsty 
feet into very cold water. One thing 
in favor of the latter is the fact that 
it helps to make the skin firm and 
hard. 

When you come in tired and dusty 
from a hot day's tramp, don't treat 
your pedal extremities to a bath with 
soap and water and then think they 
hare recelyed sufficient attention 
Give them the bath certainly, but go 
about it thoroughly and gently, as [f 
the feet were made for something cise 
than just to stand on. 

After they have been properly 
cleansed rub them all over with a cool- 
ing lotion. Witch hazel is excellent, 
for it takes away that prickling sen- 
sation nnd soothes any irritated spots. 
During the summer the feet blister 
easily, nnd when this is the case It is 
well to nse some similar Jotion as fre 
quently as Js convenient. 

When the lotion has been used, sprin- 
kle over the tops of the feet and be 
tween the toes fine powder. This will 
be found almost as effectual as the 
lotion jn the way of allaying smarting 
snd Irritation, It Is quite natural that 
the skin which Is between the toes 
should blister and chafe. 

Immediately after the bath it Js an 
excellent idea to massage the feet and 
enkles and even the legs as far as the 
knees. There Is one important more- 
ment-in stimulating the cisculation in 
the feet, and this is to press the tips of 
the hands and the Gngers flat against 
the calf of the leg and with one stroke 
Tub to the very tips of the toes. Hare 
some one do this to your feet when 
you feel unusually tired, and you will 
be astonished nt the relief that comes 
almost Immediately. 

A change of shoes Is one of the best 
remedies for tired feet. Fresh stock- 
ings, of course, would be worn; and if 
after you have given the feet a careful 
treatment-you are particular about the 
“way you draw on the hose—that Is, do 
not rub off all the powder which was 
put on for the purpose of soothing the 
skin and 4rying up any molsture which 
may form—the chances are that the 
feet. will feel decidedly comfortable.

working drawings for the carpentry 
part of this undertakinz, but the box 
can easily be made by any one who Is 
tolerably skillful at the bench, and the 
arrangement of the roof js sufliciently 
indicated by the sketch. The colump3 
at the side will be applicd after the 
box is complete, as will also the 
turnery and cut through work abore. 
The top of the kennel might. If de- 
sired, be covered with felt, which is 
often seen on such things, but if the 
joints were securely filled with putty 
the roof would probably be watertight 
without any other addition. The color 
of the kennel might be of green or lead 
color, This will ,depend, however, 
largely upon the tint of the fence cr 
wall near which it Is to be placed. The 
sides of the kennel are composed of a 
humber of strips of match boarding 
not quite so substantial as the pleces 
In use for the front and the roof. A 
ting or staple to which the chain of 
the dog’can be attached [s not shown 
because with n kennel of this size— 
and, although It could be made In rari- 
ous dimensions, it is hardly ever likely 
to be Iarge enough to be of great 
welght—It 1s uscless to attach the anl- 
mal to its habitation, since a little ex- 
tra vigor exerted will result in the 
kennel belng dragged about, the gar- 
den damaged and the dog practically 
atMberty. <A staple or long iron screw; 
like those used for tennis nets, should 
be driven Into the ground in front of 
the kennel, and the chain of the dog 
sould then be attached to this,

The styles of olden days are greatly 
prized just now In silver tableware.

Old fashioned paneling is very con- 
spicuous in tea sets and similar artl- 
cles, some of the pleces being fire 
aided, others six, and the octagon, on 
the whole, the favorite form. 

A tea service of true French daintt- 
ness has its several slender pieces 
shaped in many straight and narrow 
panels or facets of plain silver, with 
the characteristic garland of the em- 
pire across the top of each. 

It may be sald that the tall, graceful 
fagon forms and the low, squat shapes, 
plain smooth finish or heavily chased’ 
and embossed ornament, are all equal- 
ly fashionable In silverware at present, 
and one has wide choice among other 
fanciful modes.

—Press Day at the Fair. \ 





Sir Edmund Barton and Party Guests’ of 
Honor, With Visiting Cankdian Prese- 
men, at the Industrigi—The Distin- 
guished Visitors Think Trade Between 
These Fremler Colonies of ~ Britain 
Might Me Very Much Extended. 


Toronto, Sept. 4.—Press Day at 
the Exhivition\ developed into a ve-. 
hicls for the establishment. of closer 
relations between Canada and the 
Australian confederacy. ‘This inter- 
esting condition grew out of the pre- 
sence of Sir Edmund Barton, Fremicr 
of the Australian Commonwealth; Sir 
John Forrest, 3£.P., and Hon. Aus- 
tin Chapman, M.P., on the grounds. 
During — the directors’ luncheon, at 
which the three distinguished visitors 
werv the principal guests, and later 
in the afternoon when a delegation 
from the Toronto Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation held a reception for the 
gentleinen in’ the administration 
building, the subject of closer rela- 
tions between the two Icading colo- 
nies of the Empire was discussed. 

To meet these Australian gentle 
tnen at the directors’ luncheon, there 
were imany well known newspaper 
men and manufacturers: J. F. aL 
Stewnrt, Otto If, R. Wiese, W. at. 
O'Deirne; Stratford Beacony John W. 
Edd: - Thomas Times; R. W. Dil-

Common 
right was the keynote of the 
solution, und he Was sure tke 
term, “depend ncies uml colonies,’* 
Wes 10) Jonger applicable to these 
two countrics, ‘The leaders of these 
two colonics were «ntitled to be 
heard in the corncils of the Empire, 
and they would be. This could be ac- 
complished by  inaking proper ar- 
rangements with the Mother Coun- 
try. The people of the two countries 
wild respond to /any) proposition 
thoeaiones a benefit to the Moth- 
er Land, and thy Empire ax a whole. 

“Canadians and, Australians,” he 
continued, “may rest axsured that 
any conceysions they make to th 
ther Country will be returned ir 
ume. f have bo apprehension as to 
the future of the Eritish Empire. 1 
do not agree with the pessimixt, who 
said, ‘as the colonies progress — in 
self-government, they get nearer the 
point of separation.’ 1 see no lurk- 
inz dunger ax to the solidarity — of 
the Empire. It behooves these two 
colonies to loos to the ocean for 
areater trads development, and, if the 
sas ure to he policed by British ships, 
both should pny some of the expense 
of thix vast work. Let us get ele

Mr. Sifton’s Jealousy. 





“Mr. Sifton,”’ Rays Mr. Tarte,-* Ie as Free 
as I am to Speak For Hlinself,” on the 
Question of Free Trade and Protection 
—A Vital Issue Finds Iwo Ministers

heads. 


Ottawa, Sept. 4.—Ilon,. Clifford Sif- 
ton’s assurance to the Liberals of 
Manitoba anid the Northwest that 
Mr. Tarte’s protectional views are 
pot those of the Governinent and 
that they need not fear tariff in- 
creases, docs not upset the Minister 
of Public Works in the least. 
Yesterday whin shown Mr. Sifton’s 
statement as set forth in the party 
newspapers, Mr. Tarte only Iaughed. 
“ET have already seen it,’ he said. 
“Mr. Sifton is as free as I am to 
speak for himself in the matter.” 
Nothing further would the Minister 
say for publication except that the 
views he has expressed in favor of 
adequate protection to Canadian in- 
dustrics and for the development. of 
our resources were his own opinions, 
and that he had not uttered them as 
the views or policy of the administra- 
tion of which he is a member, 

What Mr.\‘Tarte’s views on the fis- 
cal question arc, however; is well 
known. He has made no bones avout 
giving them publicity at divers times 
and places. Only the other day, on 
reaching Montreal from a trip,down 
the St. Lawrence, upon seving a large 
steamship discharging rai!s, made in 
Germany, he exclaimed to n friend : 
“What foals we are; here we are im- 
porting rails from Germany which 
we ought to make in our own coun- 
try, and all the while Germany is 
discriminating against~Canadian pro- 
ducts.”* 

The case of steel rails, as in regard 
to other finished products of Cana- 
da’s abundant raw material, 
Tarte believes that there should be a 
duty upon the imported article sufli- 
cient at least to counterbalance the 
foreigners’ advantage of cheap labor 
in its production. 

The prominence given to Mr. 
Tarte’s public speeches of late by the 
leading newspapers of Canada has 
doubUless aroused Mr. Siiton'’s jeal- 
ousy, as well as apprehension, — for 
its affect on the west, where he has 
a hard enough task already in squar- 
ing himself with his old free trade 
allics. It has been con¢eded pretty 
generally, too, that Mr. Tarte is no 
parish politician. That his policy is 


not sectional, but) one which he 
thinks would be for the benefit of 
Canada as a whole. Mr. ‘Tarte 


would not only place g protective du- 
ty upon steel raily, bul he is 2 good 
enough Canadian not to be afraid, 
although he is a Cabinet Minister, to 
favor openly on export duty on pulp- 
wood or such other restrictions upon 
the outgo of it ax would compel its 
manufacture in this country. He has 
made a closer study of the national 
resources of the Dominion than any 
of his confreres. He has been getthr 
this credit too, of going about the 
country making himself gequainted 
with its nerds, while some of | his 
colleagucs spend, the whole summer 
holidaying. Mr. Sifton hax probably 
not cnjoyed the comparison, If the 
Minister of Public Works accepts one 
or two of the numerous invitations 
he has received to speaY at political 
gatherings he will probably not be 
deterred by Mr. Sifton’s threats from 
reiterating the strong views which he 
undoubtedly holds on the necessity of 
protecting and fostering Canadian in- 
dustrics by tarifl legislation.

Leer an Exile in Labrader—Serxices Dur-

Telegraph says: During the reign of 
Queen» Victoria, the «greatest nddi- 
tions to the Empire were Rhodesia 
and the Canadian Pacific Railway — 
the Jatter by bringing the great Can- 
adian Northwest in touch with tho 
rest of tho world. As **Forewords"’ 
to Lord Strathcona; the Story of his 
Life,"’: by Beckles Willson, the Duke 
of Argyll writes: “I do not think 
there is any other civilian now alive 
who has been able to do so much 
practical good to the ‘Empire before 
filling an official position,’ and Sir 
Charles Tupper has said: ‘Tha! Can- 
adian Pacific Railway would have no 
existence to«day, had it*not been for 
the indomitable pluck, energy and de- 
termination of Sir Donald Smith"’ 
{now Lord Strathcona). As the 
story of a pacific Empire-builder the 
work comes opportuncly. 

The career.of Donald Alexander 
Smith, born cighty-two years © ago, 
in Morayshire, divides itself mainly 
into these periods: Eighteen years 
at home in Scotland, thirty years in 
the service of the Lludson’s Bay Com- 
pany in Canada, a special commis- 
sionership in the first Riel Rebellion, 
membership of ths Dominion Parlia- 
ment, construction of the great Can- 
adian Railway, and life in England 
as High Commissioner for Canada, 
The first thirteen years of Donald 
Smith's service under the Tiudson's 
Bay Company was in the inhospit- 
able wilds of Labrador. It is impos- 
sible to comprehend how a man of 
the energy and character of Lord 
Strathcona endured that exile. from 
civilization. It was 9 hard appren- 
triceship. He broke down once with 
an-affection of the eyes. and this is 
how he was received when he came 
to Mostreal’ for treatment. Sir 
George Simpson, the governor of the 
company, asked: “Well, young man, 
why are you not at your post?” 
“My—my eyes, sir.’’ faltered) Mr, 
Smith, pointing tu his blue goggles; 
“they got so very bad, I’ve come 
to see a doctor.”” **And who gave 
you permission to leave your post 2" 
thundered the .Governor, As it 
would have taken a full year to 
have obtained official consent to his 
journey, Mr. Smith was forced to roe- 
ply: **No one."” **Then, sir,’’ said the 
fur-trnde nutocrat, “if it’s a question 
between your cyes and your service 
in the Hudson's Bay Company, you'll: 
tuke my advice and return this in- 
stant to your post.”” And he did; 
tho future peer there and then *’com- 
inenced a painful return journey of 
nearly a thousand miles to tho scene 
of his dreary dutics.’* 

But Donald Smith was a successful 
trader, and he himself in the end be 
came Chief Factor of his company, 
and wus filling this office when the 
Ned River rebellion under Ricl broke 
out. It arose solely from the pur- 
chase of Hudson's Bay territories in 
the Northwest by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. As Government Commis- 
sioner and agcnt of the company he 
saved the province from a racial war 
between the French half-bresds and 
the English settlers, und it was in 
pursuit of his recommendation that 
Cotonel Garnet (now Lord) Wolseley 
was sent on the Red Hiver expedi- 
tion in 1870, which without blood- 
shed quashed the revolt. It is of 
interest here to recall that two 
young officers whe took part in- that 
excellently organized movement were 
Capt. {now Sir) Redvers Buller and 
Lieut. (now General Sir William) 
Butler. A 

Lord Strathcona saw at once that 
for that fertile province of Manitoba 
and the great territories beyond to 
be opcned up, and for the Pacific ro- 
gion to te welded into the Dominion, 
o transcontinental railway must be 
constructed. It is pleasant to suc 
ceed where all the authorities have 
predicted failure. The first step to- 
wards the main end in view was the 
purchase of a bankrupt undertaking, 
the St.* Paul and Pacific, a Minnesota 
line, with a branch to Pembina, in 
Manitoba, built mainly with capital 
raised in Amsterdam. Mr. Donnld 
Smith associated ‘himself with! Mr. 
Hill, tne American railway 
and bought up tho bank- 
rupt stock, Very few people - either 
grasped the plans of Lord Strathco- 
na‘at the time or believed in their 
practienbility.

Secretary, congratulating the Canad- 
jan people on this national achieve- 
inent, which her Majesty regarded as 
“of great importance to the whole 
British: Empire."" 

Very commonly it has becn’turmis- 
cdo by those who knew ths griat 
wealth of Lord Strathcona that it 
was acquired to some extent from 
this vast undertaking. He has con- 
tradicted his supposition. “1 have 
heard,”” he sald tu the gquther of the 
present volume, ‘‘that people speak 
of the fortuns IT have gained out of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. Let 
ino te}] you I thould have been bund- 
reds of thousands of pounds in pock- 
et if 7 had never had anything to do 
with the enterprise.’? Next year he 
was created K.C.M.G., and in 1896 
elevated to the peerage, as Baron 
Strathcona, the barony following al- 
most imincdiately oa 9 his becoming 
High Conunissioners for ths Domin- 
jon jn Lomion. Mr. George Stepheny 
his relative, had been created Baron 
Nount-Stephen in 1801. 

During the South African war Lord 
Strathcona equipped anil trausp ote 
to Africa, at his own cost, a Canad- 
ien farce of nearly 600 mounted inen, 
ihoy were called Strathcona’s Horse, 
and were known among the enemy as 
the *‘Fnzlish Boers.""” Without be 
ing a set‘ iography, this story of tho 
life of one of the most successful of 
Empiremakers of the nineteenth cen- 
tury to an extremely readable vol- 
ume, It tells graphically a story 
Well worth the telling. 





SALMON IN THOUSANDS, 


An Idea of the Great Fish Industry and 
What It dieane 


At Jast the great rush of salmon 
has begun, says . The Vancouver 
World of the 11th August. Sunday 
night th? first large catch of the 
season Was taken, and last night, the 
boats were loaded to th gunwales 
with tho silvery salmon, Reports 
from the fishing grounds this morn- 
ing are pleasing alixe to both can- 
nerymen and fishermen. The boats 
will rot arrive at the cannerics until 
this afternoon, be'ny delayed ‘hy 
wind and tide, but the cannery com- 
panies’ offices in this city reccived 
worl this. morning that fish aero 
numerous, In one boat there were 
over 800, and others had similar 
numbers, while somo even went over 
that high limit. ‘The canneries have 
been ready for some days to handle 
the pack, Every available boat will 
be sent out, and from now on the 
scenes of tho industry will be’ busy 
activity. News from the north says: 

“The fishing is rapidly nearing the 
cnd of the Skeena and River's Inlet, 
hut the cenneriea nli expected to fill 
up. Some of the fishermen have al- 
ready started south for the Fraser, 
about <0 from the Skeena went 
south on the last steainer, Hump- 
backs had started to run on River's 
Inlet, and the canners were beginning 
to accept them from fishermen,  to- 
gether with sockeyes, ‘The pack of 
Inverness amounted to 12,000 cases; 
North Pacific had 17,000; British 
American 17,000; Aberdeen, 14,0003 
Balmoral, 9,000; Peter Herman's, 
10,000; carlisle, 11,000; Claxton, 
11,000; Standard, 9,000; Mill Bay, 
8,500, and Naas harbor the same, 
making a total of 17,000 cases for 
the two Naas river canncries. Prin- 
cess Royal was reported to have 15,- 
000; Lowe Intet had 4,000; and at 
Alert Bay the pack was small. On

CAPE RETURN CARGOES. 


Skins and Wattle to Be Sent to Canada 
as an Experiment, 


A copy of The Times ‘of Natal, 
which was received the other day, 
contains an interview with Mr. J. G. 
Jardine, the Dominion Government's 
trade agent in South Africa. Mr. 
Jardine enunicrates many lines ‘of 
manufactures Canada could export to 
South Africa. In reply, however, to 
the question, “‘What about exports to 
Cannda?"’ he replics: 

“That is at j@esent the difficulty, 
When the new direct line is running 
we shall, of course, Want o return 
cargo, but so far the prospect is 
poor. We can take any quantity of 
your goat and sheepskins, and I am 
in hopes of introducing wattle into 
Canada. At” present our tanners 
have to use hemlock, and we import 
American oak Jcather from the 
States. Sir Benjamin Greenacre is 
interesting himself in the project, 
and the first ship of the new line 
will tuke back with her a hundred- 
Weight of wattle to each of the prin- 
cipal tanning firms in Canada. If the 
experimental cargo proves a success, 
there is no reason why the trade 
should not develop.” 

Regarding the — feasibility of Mr. 
Jardine’s ideas, Mr. A, I. Clarke of 
the firm of Clarke & Co., Toronto, 
lurge dealers in imported hides, was 
interviewed. ‘Tho bulk of the Cape 
aking of both sheep and goats,’” said 
Mr. Clarke, ‘‘goes to London. New 
York also takes quilo a Jot. At pre- 
sent Canndao doesn’t ‘trade in them 
very much, but conditions would be 
altered. if they could be imported as 
cheaply as return cargo. The reason 
London receives so large a propor 
tion of these skins is because of her 
large trade with the Cape. The 
akins are return cargocs. It might 
be advantageous for us to get some 
also. ‘There is. another. special rea- 
son, however, why the bulk of the 
Cape sheep skins go to London. Cape 
wool is Very fine, and is largely used 
in the manufacture of tweeds by tho 
large factories near London. We 
have not the factories that could 
handle the wool 
fine cloth, Still, there is consider- 
able trude In Cape sheep and goat 
skins in New York, and wo ought to 
he able to do something in that way, 
too. 
“I have had no experience of wat- 
tle for tanning,’’ continued Mr, 
Clarke, ‘‘but I understand that it 
gives « fair, light russet color. Yes, 





that is just what our tanners want., 


It might be handled as'a powder or 
an extract in order to save freight, 
It's altogother a,matter of cost. The 
cost is reckoned on the percentage of 
tanning obtained. Hemlock is used 
because it is indigenous to the coun- 
try. It is, however, becoming scarce, 
but not so scarce that wattle could 
displace it, supposing both equally 
good, unless freight rates were very 
Jow. Gambia is imported from In- 
dia and sumac from Sicily. Why not 
wattle from South Africa?" 

Then, after afew moments’ thought 
upon the matter, Mr. Clarke added: 
“Yes, I think there might be, on the 
whole, considerable business worked 
up in those lines.””

THE BANFF BUFFALO 


GOVERNMENTS AND CITIZENS SAVING 
_ PRAIRIE MONARCHS, 








Bow the Work of Saving the Duffale Ie 
Meing Dene—Success Attendant Upon 
the EGorts Fut Forth — Thirty-One 
Xew at Danf aad Forty-five at silver 
Heights—The Conrad and Yellowstone 
Herds. 


The buffalo have not all disappear- 









ed from the face of the earth, though | 


{it is frequently supposed that such is 
‘the case, The buffalo ranch of the 
i Canadian Government at the Banil 
National Park, and that at Silver 
Heights, near Winnlpeg. the property 
of Lord Strathcona’ and Mount Hoy- 
al, are according to recent advices, 
both in a flourishing contition. The 
animals ‘are in- splendid shape, and, 
notwithstanding their semi-captivity, 
they thrive well, and are multiplying 





at Banff, thirteen of which were do- 
noted by Lord Str@thcona, have in- 
creased to thirty-one; while the 
ranch at Silver Heights now) num- 
bers over forty-five head, the proper- 
ty of the High Commissioner. These 
ore valucd at $1,000 a head, and 
Lord Strathcona has recently been 
offered as high us $1.500 a head. 
The Conrad ranch jin Montana, 
which is of world-wide fame, is own 
ed by Mr. C. E. Conrad, father of 
C, TE, Conrad, jr., of Vancouver. B, 
C., and the herd is said to be the 
finest in the world. When it is 
known that 800 is a fair eslimato 
of the number of buffalos on the con- 
tincnt, it will be seen that Mr. Con- 
rad’s herd of 37 find specimens of 
that animal onc: so numerous, now 
nearly extinct, is an important col- 
lection. Early in 1897, wholesale 
slaughter of the buffalo was tending 
to exterminate the valuable animal. 
Mr. Conrad comnunred to collect as 
many good specimens us possible, and 
resolvcd to start a ranch in Mon- 
tani. The first stock there belonged 
to some Indians who crossed the 
Rocky Mountains into Flathead Val- 
ley, with half a dozen bullslo claves, 
which in twenty years increascd toa 
herd of over 150. When th» Indian 
chief dicd some years ayo, Mr. Con- 
rad purchased of the widow her share 
of the herd, and placed them on his 
tanch south of Kalispell. Ile now 
has 37 in a two hundred acre field 


‘Jand has becn offered [arge sums by 





agers of Zoological gardens, 
or his herd as a whole. or 
for one or more of his thirty-seven, 
Dut instcad of parting with any, Mr. 
Cenut is cn ths lookout for new 
specimens. ‘The best care ix given the 
tnimals and they appear ec ntented. 
lowever, buffalo raised in captivity, 
Nr. Conrad says, fail to develop as 
fincly as in their wild state, ant! al- 
though they may not seem to-droop 
or to pine for the freedom of the 
plains if they are given a fairly ex- 
tensive stretch of country over which 
to roam, still the restricticns of civ- 
itization Jeave their marks upon the 
animals accustomed for centuries to 
unlimited freedom, The most strik- 
ing differcnze is in the body between 
the hips an‘ the shoulders. The an 
imals raisid in captivity display a 
shortness of body and a tack of muy 
cle which but poorly resemble the 
splendid proportions of their apces- 
tors. 

The wildest and probably the Jarg- 
cst herd of, bufalo on thy American 
continent is that which roams at will 
through the vast exponse of terri- 
tory, the Yellowstone National Park, 
in Wyoming, much of which is rarcly 
ever visited by man. 

This herd, once so numerous, ‘has 
been sadly decreased in number un- 
ul now it is not thought that it 
numbera more than fifty. ‘Thes~cange 
in the remote corners of the park, 
“here no one but scouts and poach- 
ers sco them, and it is, of course, im- 
possibile to keep accurate count of 
them. On rare oceasions, however, 
the herd wender down the road, 
which outside of the hotels is the 
only thing in the great wenderland 
not made by nature. On cn? occa- 


emerged from th: woods on a hill- 
sid> not far ‘from the Lower Geyser 
Basin, and becoming alarmed at a

Successful Playa That Were Written 
by Doya In Thetr Teens, 

Was a successful play ever written 
by a boy of fourteen? nsks a corre 
spondent. Yes. This seeming miracte 
has happened at least three times. The 
best known example of the precocious 
Disywright ts the celebrated Lope de 
la Vegu, the most prolitic dramatist 
known to history, Me produced his 
frst play. a comedy, entitled “La Pus- 
toral de Jacinto.” before he had com:

How Glaciers Are Formed. 

The joint cause of glaciers is precip- 
itation and cold. “A low temperature 
alone can do nothing without moisture, 
and this fact quickly disposes of the 
popular notion that glaciers favarlably 
exist In cold countzics, Tibet, for 
Instance, and some parts of North 
America are destitute of Ice springs, 
though eternal cold may be sald to 
rejgn supreme In those parts. Imag. 
Ine for a* moment the higher moun- 
tains clear of snow and Ice and then 
watch for the formation of a glacier, 

Snow falls and Oils up all the val- 
loys and gullles, avalanches descend 
from the higher parts and a great ac 
cumulation gathers in all hollows. By 
constant repetition of snowfalls (al- 
ways provided a greater quantity is 
deposited than can be melted by the 
sun's rays and by the natural warmth 
of the carth’a crust) great pressure is 
pet apon the lower portions by the su- 
periucumbent uccumulation, and, alded 
by the {fofiltration of water and re 
{reezinz, a large body of Ice is formed, 
Which at once begins to more down the 
valleys containing it. 


Whistfer at West Polnt.

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Lent Sallebure Was Ceneer +n E 
Lord‘ Salisbury’s long career as 
Prime Mluister (says The “Law Jour- 
nal’) Was unique in the:small num- 
ber of changes it witnessed in the 
legal offices in the Ministry.

This vast distance would pro- 
duce a diminution of light of about 
Soy, magnitudes, so that the sun placed 
nt the distance of Arcturus would be 
reduced to a star of only 07) magni, 
tude! It would not be visible with an 
opera glass! Arcturus is therefore jn 
round numbers 9 nitudes, or over 
6,090 times brighter than the sun 
would be at the same distance. As- 
suming the same density and bright- 
ness of surface os the sun, the diame. 
ter of Arcturus would therefore be 
about seventy-nine times the sun's di- 
aineter, or over 68,000,000 miles, and 
its mass abont 500,000 times the mass 
of the sun—figures well calclated to 
“stazzer the {magination.” —Saytle

Montreal. Sept. & — The General 
Synod of the Church of Engtand in 
Canada sat all day, and continued its 
session thls evening. ‘There was a 
gteat deat of discussion, but several 
amatters of great Importance to the 
Okurch were finally settled 
‘In the first place, there was con 
siderable discussion over a proposal 
to change th: mame of ‘the Church, 
fm order to have a distinctive na- 
tional name by which to designate 
She. Comeh in the Dominion. The 
presen ‘gaation of the Church is 
“the Qsurch of England in the Dom- 
‘mpm of Canada,” but to many this 
cost mot Rational enough. A great 
teal of opposition, huwever, developed 
to a change in tb: naine, and alter 
am Mteroting discussion the matter 
was abelved for the present. 

Another ingortant discussion 
Teached was in favur of a new eu 
tion of the Look of Common Pray- 
er. The eubject of the Church's 
name Was introduced by Chancellor 
Worrell, who submitted tbe follow-

It may be said of P. T. Barnum that 
he was the major domo or Jord of 
laughter and fun, the protean dispenser 
of amusement. How well he became 
known through this function one curl- 
ous incident certifies. Some years be- 
fore he died an obscure person In some 
remote part uf Asia wrote a letter, 
which he dropped In the postoffice near 
him, directed to “Mr. Barnum, Ameri- 
ca.” The letter reached its destination 
without an hour's delay. The great 
showman unaffectedly enjoyed being 
known from the very beginning of his 
celebrity, and when he found his celeb- 
rity was a tremendons factor fn his suc. 
ceas he did everything that be could 
think of to extend the exploitation of 
his name. This was not to nourish 
valn imaginings or because be felt ex- 
alted.: It was to promote business, 

Around his successive bomes at 
Bridgeport, Conn. he was fond of put- 
ting something that suggested a show, 
Queerly marked cattle, the sacred cow 
or an clephant was frequently nmons 
the stock to be noticed in his fields. 
On one occasion be had an elephant 
engayed In plowing on the sloping bill 
where it could be plalniy scen by the 
Passengers on the New Haven and 
Hartford rallroad, an agricultural inno- 
vation that he knew would get notice 
of some sort in every pewspaper In the 
country.

(Wi , Sept. 9,—At this after- 
pan's sconton of the Mithodist Con- 
fereno: almost the entire time was oc- 
cupied by a discussion aris*ng out of 

ths recommendations from the Com- 
anittce on Mrmorials as to the advis- 
ability of admitting women into dis- 
trict meetings and annual and general 
tonferenoes of the Church The first 
Plagne recited that as memorials tnd 
been reccived from London, Tarcnto, 
Hamilton, Munitoba and British Co- 
tumbia recommending the admission 
of weenen to the courts of the Methe- 
dist Church, the Commitice recom- 
mended that the change suggested by 

these memorlils be adopted. ‘At 
first it looked as though there 
would bo no discussion. On _ the 
ebow of hinds, however, the Pres 
dent did not care to decile. Tefore 
be called for a count, however, Jas-

This caused a lengthy discussion, 
but’ the ruling of the chair was sus-

Tho sxcend claus of the report of 
the Committce on Memorials -was 
thon read. It stated that a memorial 
fad been received from Taronto, not 
bwoncurred ia by)that conference, how- 
ever, to tbe effect thit women to 
moade eligible for the ministry, and 
tbs committee recommended that the 
memorial be concurred in, The re- 
(ommendation was lost.

Mr. L. E. Annis of Scarboro’ Says Farm- 
ers Are Treated Badly by the Gorern-: 
ments of Elther Party and the Meet- 
ing Agrees to Organize to Counteract 
tho Political Disabilities of the Agri- 
cultariste—Goldwin Smith Talks, 


Toronto, Sept. 10.—Last night a 
hundred. or. more representative fare 
mers and others interested in agri- 
cultural problems from Various parts 
of the province gathered together 
here and after lengthy discussion 
brought into existence ‘‘The Far- 
mers’ Association.’’ At the close of 
the meeting about 75 paid their an- 
nual fee and were enrolled us mene 
bers. 

Need of Farmers’ Union. 

While the principles of the assocla- 
tion have not been definitely promul- 
gated, they will be based on the fol- 
lowing resolution, introduced by L. 
E. Annis of Scarboro, and seconded 
by Joseph Stratford of Brantford, 
and carried with but one dissenting 
voice: 

That, while deeming it inadvis- 
able to establish a political party 
we believe it is for the welfare of the 
country that there should be an om 
ganization ready to bring its influ- 
ence to bear to secure and promote 
the interests _ of the farmer in the 
minutter of legislation and otherwise, 
and that we now proceed to estab- 
lish such an organization.’* 

A conunittce of fifteen was chosen 
With power to appoint an executive 
committee for the association, and 
they will endeavor to offer sugges- 
tions when the mecting is continucd 
to-lay. 

C, A. Mallory of Cobourg was ap- 
Pointed chairman, and W. L. Smith 
of The Weekly Sun, secretary pro 
ten. 

No Inflecace With Party Leaderu 

Mr. Annis thought his resolution 
should meet with the views of every 
farmer in Canada," They had great 
difficulties to contend with now, and 
the day had come when they should 
take action for the betterment ‘of 
their position. This could be done 
without in any way interfering with 
a mun'‘s politics. They did not de- 
sire any advantage over any other 
class, but they were at présent 
treated badly by the governmwnents of 
either party because they lacked or 
ganization, and therefore wielded no 
great influence, as did manufacturing 
and industrial interests. “Farmers 
should be able, when questions af- 
fecting them caine before Parliament, 


to bring sufficient pressure to bear 
to obtain their desires. The tariff 


was being raised against their inter- 
ests, and they “werg unable to effce-* 
tively protest. * 

Greatest Wealth Producer, 

Thomas Henderson of Rockton wax 
Jn unity with the purpose of the re- 
solution. “Farmers were at gq disad- 
vantage becuuse they were so isolat- 
ed one from the other and unable to 
vet together to discuss their affairs, 
Farmers produccd the country’s 
greatest wealth, and legislation 
which would give the greatest good 
to the greatest number was common 
sense, He favored a simple but 
thorough organization confined strict- 
ly to agriculturists. 

A munber of others talked jin the 
Same strain. George Wrigley of ‘To- 
ronto thoyght the resolution was 
good enough to begin with, but d= 
elared that the association should be- 
come recognized as yy purely political 
factor if it expected to reap its full 
reward, 

W. Hy MeLeod of Vanneck, Ont., 
pointed ott that tho farmers’ organ- 
ization in the States had compelled 
Congress to du its bidding ax re 
gards an oleowargerine billy though 
it was free from politics. 

* Protest Against Higher Tarif, 

F. Hunt of Middlemarch moved, se 
condd by D. D. Rogers, ex-M, P., 
Kingston:

Nething Tastes Se Good to the Hungry 


Natare Seekers us Youd Couked In Mot 
Ashes—How to Lirol] small Fish-Cooke 
leg Small Dirde—Plamp Chickena—Cors 
Bread, Camp Style, 


Nothing tastes so good to the 
hungry nature seckers as food cooked 


in hot ashes. ‘This method of cooking 


has its advantages in the fact that 
the food does not require such con- 
Stant attention as when cooked over 
the fierce fire of oil or. spirits, and 
many foods are much improved by 
the long. even process of cooking ro- 
quired bythe ald of hot ashes, 
Among other uscful utensils the 
camper needs 9 large ‘iron pot, with 
a tight fitting cover, a plain mold, 
such as puddings are cooked in, also 
with tight fitting cover, a large bean 
pot and cne of the little fat fron 
pots with the iron lid called o 
“Dutch oven.”’ Before using the bean 
pot place it in a kettle of cold water, 
bring the water to a boiling point 
very gradually, let boil half an hour, 
then cool the water gradnally, allow- 
ing the pot to remain in the water 
until cold. Thus treated the pot will 
be found fire proof, and may be bur- 
iced in hot ashex, with coals heaped 
on the lid. Foods cooked in this 
manner have a deticious flavor, as 
none of the juices are lost. 

For cooking fish take a two inch 
lank of hard wood, such as oak or 

ickory, as planked shad is q dainty 
not to be despised. To cook fish In 
this manner clean it'and split it 
Prop tho plank in 
front of an open fire and let it be 
come very hot. Lay the fish on this, 
skin down, secure it in place with 
new long wire nails, which must be 
greased before using. Four nails 
will hold a large shad securely. Now 
prop the board before a rather fierce 
fire, let it be 10 minutes, then turn 
it around and brush over with melted 


butter, repeat this every 10 minutes,: 


allowing the fish to cook 30 minutes. 
Remove the nails with , pair of pin- 
cers and serve the fish on the plank. 
Shad, white fish, rock and slices of 
halibut are excellent cooked in this 
way. With the fish serve potatocs 
baked in the ashes. Wash the pota- 
toes, clean and prick them with a 
fork until a bed of hot coals and ath- 
es ix made. Place the potatocs on 
th's, cover with a large shovel of 
ashes; on this heap hot coals and let 
remain one hour. ‘Then take out and 
brush off the ashes, 

Corn can be cooked in hot ashes, 
om! it has a delicious tlavoer. Take 
olf the outer husks, turn back the in- 
ner ones and remove th? silk. Dring 
up tho husks again and twist about 
the ear. Bury in hot coals and ash- 
es, as directed for potatoes, and let 
cook haif an hour, 

For broiling small fish, fix two 
stout pieces of wood, from the sur- 
rounding brush at one side of the 
fire. These should cach have a 
“fork’’ on the end, across which an- 
other piece can be laid. Fix the up- 
rights firmly, as they can remain 
there, and will be uscful for many 
purposes. Clean the sinall fish, leav- 
ing on the heads. remove the eyes 


and run a slender branch through the” 


eyes. Steing as many as wanted on 
one branch, skewer a bit of fat salt 
pork en the head of each with a 


wooden tooth pick, so that the fat, 


will run down and baste the _ fish. 
Hany this over the ‘forks.’? Do not 
place too close to the fire or the fish 
will burn. ‘Turn the stick about fre- 
quently so the fish will cook evenly. 
Sprinvte with salt and pepper and 
serve, 

A good fish chowder is always rel- 
ished. Take the large fron pot and 
place in it a quarter of a pound of 
salt pork cut in dice. When brown, 
skim out the pieces and add té the 
fat one large onion sliced thin, artd 
two pounds of any white fish, such 
as cod, sturgeon. halibut cut in 
cubes, add a pint of water ond sim- 
aner half an hour, then add a quart 
of thinly sliced potatoes. a level tab- 
lespoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of 
pepper. Cover and cook: 15 minutes. 
Add, if procurable, a pint of milk 
and half a pint of smell round crack- 
ers. As soon ax the crackers are 
soft, serve in soup plates. 

Any small birds or a tender rabbit 
can be cooked in this neinner. Clean 
and pluck the birds, leaving them 
whole; clean the rabbit and cut in 
small pieces. Place n few thin slices 
of salt pork in the bottem of - the 
small iron pot, when very hot throw 
in the game. Stir with y Jeng-hand- 
led spoon until it is of an even 
Drown all over, add a heaping tea- 
spoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful 
of pepper and a slice of garlic cut 
very small.

In trolling for ‘lunge the old fash- 
joned hand line and spoon hook may 
be depended upon, but the method 
lacks the science which the use of a 
trolling rod demands. I have done a 
lot of it, and I prefer to go alone 
and do my own paddling or rowing. 
Aayrn of the line around the thigh 
enables you to feel all attacks on the 
lure, while Jeaving both hands — for 
the paddle or oars, and at the same 
time the line is where your hand can 
find it without loss of time. This is 
important, for the resistance of a 
heavy fish, aided by the forward mo- 
tion of the craft, will tauten a Line 
to the danger point before you have 
time for many motions of your 
hand. 
When paddling, I made fast the 
paddle by a short cord, so it can 
safely be 
the stroke. (When once fast to a 
good fish, I seldom bother about the 
paddle for turning, as there is: 
way of swinging a light craft head 
on to a taut Jine which is under- 
stood by all familiar with canoes 
and skiffs. An old pair oF gloves is 
30 bad protection, for a line some- 
times cuts bare hands. ‘i 
A small fellow muy be unceremoni- 
ously hauled in hand over hand: a 
big one must be humored@ I believe 
in keeping at a fish all the time, 
taking no too pronounced liberties 
and allowing him none. So long as 
a firm, even hold be maintained on 
him he is doomed if the hooks are 
planted where they should be. Any- 
thing like jerking shoukld not be al- 
Jowed at either end of the string, 
for one stiff jerk may play havoc, 
Only over-excitement or rotten tackle 
is responsible for the loss of a swell 
hooked fish.—Edwyn Sandys in Out- 
rg.

‘A HEARTLESS TEST. 


ackwa Tried the Merits 
of the First Shotgun Ever Brought 
to Lake Superior. 


“I will tell you the story of how 
the first shotgun was brought to 
Lake Superior as it wax told in my 
presence by old Chief Muskwa (Bear) 
ovo night years ago in a tepee near 
Grind Portage on the north shore."* 
said an old timer. 4 

“We were out on an exploring trip 
when we ran across Muskwa's band. 
Among the Indians was o big half- 
breed called Joe Piskwe. He was a 
native born grafter, "and when he 
found that he could not beg. borrow 
or steal our tobacco and whiskey, he 
proceeded to bargain for a little. We 
were al! tenderfect und had the usual 
curiosity of this species of human Lo- 
ings as to the legends and doings of 
the Indians, so ve arranged with 
Mig Joe to have a seance that night 
in Muskwa‘s wigwain. 

“The scene was really iinpressive 
and not untinged with romance. On 
ono side of the fire sat the aged chief 
on a pile of bear skins and blankets. 
Around him were seated the sub- 
chiefs and warriors, and facing him 
the young men and boys of the tribe. 
‘The squaws, girls and dogs rustled 
for themselves outside the tepee, 
they not being considered worthy of 
the tribe. VPiskwe acted as interpre 
ter, and the seance lasted until the 
being instructed in the -traditions of 
early dawn. — 

“The old chief, himself, over 100 
years of age, bexan to speak in 
short. slow sentences: “Many years 
ngo,” he said, ‘when my grandfather 
was a young brave, the Blackrobes 
came to visit the Chippewas of the 
hig Jake, With them were many Voy- 
ageurs and they had guns and) much 
tackle to take fish. The Binckrobes 
would not allow a gun to be taken 
from its case, telling us that their 
wission Was, peace, not war, We were 
curious about the guns, but we held 
our tongues. Some of the voyageurs 
could speak our tongue ant they told 
us of the great trading post far. be- 
yond the rapids at the end of the 
great sea water (probably Mackinac 
Island), where the Indians coukl 
buy guns, cloth, beads and other 
wondertul things, if they had © furs 
of the mink, beaver and other ani- 
mals found in great plenty. After 
some days the. Blackrobes Icft us 
and went off down the lake. 

***It was the end of the summer. A 
great council was called near the 
spot end long consultations were 
held, and it was finally decided to 
xend two great canoes to visit. the 
trading post described by the white 
men. All the winter the Chippewas 
hunted ond trapped for fur as they 
never had before, and in the spring 
great packs of pelts Iny in the head 
chief's wigwam, Two great war 
canoes wero built by the squaws, and 
a band of picked men was sent away 
tu find the traders. 

“““My grandfather was a great 
hunter and he went along with 
heavy packs of beaver skins that he 
kad got during the winter. Late in 
the fall the canoes returned and they 
brought with them many wonderful 
things from the traders, but only 
one gun. No more could be obtain- 
ed and only about twenty charges of 
powder and bal! could be bought. To 
procure this gun beaver skins had to 





side until the pile was of equal height 
with the muzzle of the gun when 
rested with [its butt end on the 
voor, and mink, fisher, marten and 
other skins had to be similarly piled 
upon the other side. My grandfath- 
ey had enough peltry to do this, and 


he it was who obtained the much 
coveted gun. 
“-The Indiana then held a great 


cance and feast, and the proud own- 
er of the gun demonstrated how it 
was loaded and fired off. As — the 
powder tMashed amid the smoke and 
roar of the discharge, the Indivns

Sir Edmund Barton:

Pleads Guilty. 

Hon. J. 1. Tarte: “A high protec- 
tionist; I am afraid 1 must plead 
guilty to the same thing. Io may not 
be u high protectionist, but 1 believe 
in self defence, I believe that I know 
the conditions “in this country as 
well as any other person in public 
life to-day, and I believe in protect- 
ing our industries if we are to pros- 
per and succecd, The Americans have 
a much larger population than we 
have, and are consequently possessed 
of greater strength and can do much 
Inore. Yet they have a tariff of sixty 
per cent,, while’ our tariff does not 
excevd twenty-two per cent. on the 
whole. Thoy have built up stupendous 
industries; they have an oagglomera- 
tion of riches. We are little boys 
and they are the ginnts. ‘The boys 
when they come into competition 
with the giant should have, I will 
not say protection, but self defence 
basedt on common sense, 

Goal Canadian Wall. 

“I believe that the policy which I 
here advocate—1 do not call it pro- 
tection or anything else—but Io be 
lieve it would be of advantage to 
every section of our population. I 
do not believe in a policy that would 
promote sectional jealousy or advan- 
tage to only one portion of the com- 
munity. I do not believe in building 
up a Chinese wall—a good Canadian 
wall is good enough. (Cheers.) I do 
not say these things as 9 Minister of 
the Crown, but I speak as a member 
of Parliament, and would humbly 
suggest to iny colleagues in the Min- 
istry to build ao series of blothk 
houses along our border to prevent 
the enemy from coming fn and cut- 
ting our throats, from severing the 
principal artery, and letting out our

Firmly Dectines to Listen to the oer 

} ‘Generals’ Requests, and’ Is ‘surprised 
* and Astonished at the Character and 
Extent of Their Wishes—British Gov- 
ernment, WI, However, Be Generous 
—Boer Co-operation Asked For, = 


London, Sept. 11:—A_ Parllament- 
ary paper, issued yesterday morning, 
gives a full report of ‘the recent con- 
fertnze between © Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain and ths Boer Gencrals, 
Dotha, Dewet and Delarey. ‘Prior to 
agrecing to the interview which the 
Boers asked for August 20 ths Colon- 
ial’ Secretary requested q list of*the 
xudjects which it was desired to dis- 
cuss, and the Gencrals forwarded a 
list of subjects, including the follow- 

List of Subjects. 

Complete amnesty to the yebcla. 

A yearly grant to all Loer widows 
and orphans and maimed burghers. 

Equal’ rights for the English* and 
Dutch languages in.the schools and

‘That equal rights with the British 
be conceded to burghers complying 
with the terms of surrender, includ- 
ing ths right to return to South Af- 
rica.

Mr. Chamberiain Surprised. 

Mr. Chainberlain, in replying, ex- 
pressed great surprise at the number 
and character of ths proposals, point- 
ing out that the conditions agreed 
on at Vereeniging wero duly accept- 
ed by the burghers and th: Iiritish 
Government, and that they could not 
be reopened, nor could proposals r- 
Sécted at that time be again discuse- 


it th: interpretation of the agree 
ment Was open to question Hix Ma- 
jesty’s’ Government would endcavor 
to review ajl doubts. 

Question of Amnesty. 

At ‘the opening of thy sonfercnce 
the Boer Generals disclai any de- 
sire to alter the terms of surrender 
in any way. Cn the subject of am- 
nesty to rebels, General Botha ~ ex- 
pressed disappointment that after the 
promise given by Lord Kitehencr the 
rebels had not been granted amnesty 
at the time of King Edward's ‘cor- 
onation, in reply to which Mr. Cham- 
berlain promised that the Impcrial 
Government would not hinder “any 
generous intention of the Govern- 
ments of-Natal and Cape Colony An 
regard to rebels, 

As to the meturn of burchors to 
South Africa the Colonial Secretary 
declared it was the Government's in- 
tention to retain the right to prevent 
the return of disloyal persons who 
had not frankly accepted the terms of 
Peace, instancing former State Sec 
retary Reitz of the Transvaal as a 
case in point and saying that Mr. 
Reitz was using langunge on the con- 
tinent inconsistent’ with the doclara- 
tion he had signed at Vereeniging. 

General Dotha suid he hoped that 
the “sins of one mnan would not. be 
visitcd on others,"* adding: “If one 
man ays foolish things, Ict him suf- 
fer therefore alone.” 

Britaln Will Not Sell Farms. 

Mr. Chainberlain informed the Gen- 
crals that there was no truth. in the 
report that the Government intended 
to sell farms belonging to burghers. 
Regarding some farms sold in’ the} 
Orenze River Colony under the pro-j 
clamation of August 7 7. 1tMbk, Mr. 
Chamberlain promiscd that the farms 
boight by the Government would be 
retransferred to their foriner owners, 

General ~otha criticized ths com- 
position of the commission appointed 
to allot the grant of $15,000,000 
tfor the purpose of assixting burgh- 
ers ond their families ta return to 
their homes and for restocking their 
farms, ete.) and objected to national 
scouts serving us commissioners, Dut 
Mr. Chamberiain maintained that the 
Goveimmment must be 
those who supported it. 

Relative to the transfer to Natal 
of part of the Transvaal, General 
Botha said the burghers proposed to 
trek therefrom. Ele lived there, but 
he saw no chance of remaining, the 
fecling of the British in Natal being 
so atrongly anti-Docr. 

On the subject of inartial law, Mr. 
Chamberlain said it would not be 
continued much longer. 

Foreigners Not to Be Eecognizeed. 

The Colonial Secretary refused to 
recognize us burghers foreigners who 
had been naturalized during or just 
before the war, saying they had been 
bribed by Ube resolution of the Volks- 
rand giving them burgher’s rights as 
a reward for taking part in a con- 


‘flict in which they were not concern- 


pa 

General Botha concluded with an 
appeal for the widows and orphans, 
end said he considcred that the ap- 
propriation of $15,000,600 was in- 
adequate, 

A Telling Companscn. 

Replying to this, Mr, Chamberlain 
compared Great Britain’s treatment 
of the Boers with the treatment of 
the south by the north after the 
civil war in America.

A Vorgive and Forget. 

Proceeding, Ar. Chambertain reci- 
Procated the desire expressed by Gen- 
eral Botha that they should all live 
in the future in South Africa. -“We 
want in this country,’ suid the Co- 
Tonlal Sccretary, ‘‘to forget and for- 
Rive, because if you think, as you 
well may, that you have something 
to forgive, we a think we have a 
great deal to forgive. But we want 
to pul all that on one side. The war 
fs over. We cach fought as well as 
we knew how, and now there is 
peace. All we want is to recognize you 
as fcllow-subjectns with ourselves, 
working, as we shall all work, for 
the prosperity and liberty of South 
Africa. How great that liberty is 
and how soon complete self-govern- 
ment will be extended to South 
Africa depend entirely on the rapidity 
with which the old animosities die 
out.”” 

Asked Boer Co-operation. 

Mr. Chamberlain concluded with 
saying that the Government would 
be glad of the co-operation of men 
like the Generals, who had loyally 
accepted the new situation. As they 
wanted South Africa to be a happy 
abiding place for all; he felt sure 
that if the burghers met the British 
half way they would find them quite 
as good friends in the futuré as they 
had been Joyal enemies in the past. 

Visited the Boers. 

The Hague, Sept. 11.—The Prem- 
ier, Dr./Kuyper, paid a Jong visit to 
the Boer Generals, Botha, Uewet and

Thus In the Inzar house estab- 
lished in New Drunswick, Cannda, in 
1865, it was found’ by investigation 
that every onc of the ninety patients 
confined within that leprous hospi- 
tal had contracted the diseaso of 
loprosy within gp radius of seventy 
miles from the point. where the first 
case of Canadian leprosy was discoy- 
ered. Convinced of its infectious, char- 
acter, Dr. Emerson. who was for

walion Government, gave as his tes- 
timony. that it is utterly useless -to 
fight the leprous disease in any other 
way then by lsolaticn. ‘'To expecri- 
ment,"’ sald he, “*‘with this scourge 
on any other theory than the infe~ 
tious theory is dangerous, reckless 
insanity."* 
. To isolate th> lepers of the Tawal- 
jan. Islands, Molokai, tha leper re 
servation for the islands of the Pa+ 
cific, was established. In the Holy 
Land the Jews and gentiles alike 
drive their own leprous kith and kin 
from their skics into isolation.

The way the trader got tho story 
was that the Esquimos had seen 
three strange looking men. They were 
white, and the Eskimos said — the 
white mcn bad find on them. They 
retreated, but made aq circuitous 
roate and killed the men. They de- 
scribed a great tnt as being as big 
asa hill, and with a small “opening. 
‘Lhey even tore off some of the ma- 
terial of which the balloon was built. 
The instruments were surely not 
those of the Franklin expedition, for 
moxt of the instruments of that ill- 
fated cxpedition were recovered: in 
1855. 

Mr. Tyrrell, while not giving much 
attention to the matter at the time, 
says there may be a possibility of 
there being some truth in the story, 
for kow could Fstimos create such 
anidea as the finding of instruments?

Toronto, Sept. 13.—"*¥ou can tell 
the Canadian peoplo that there is no 
truth.whatever in the statement that 
General Buller ever advised “General 
White to surrender Ladysmith, I 
was a signalist “on the heliographs 
on the day the advice of surrender 
was suid to have been transmitted, 
and, in spite of any statement to the 
contrary in the press or otherwise, 1 
know that no such message ever was 
transmitted.’* 

So’ spoke William Carey, a bright 
and sturdy young § soldicr of the 
King, who has just returned to his 
home in this city after having served 
from the deginning to the end of; the 
South African campaign. 

“You can say,’* he continued, ‘‘that 
Ti hud to do with ‘the hellographing 
on that memorable day, and if) the 
particulars of the message ore cver 
known, it will be shown that Gencral 
Buller never even suggested surrender 
to General White. °1 was with him 
during his career there, and « every 
one of us—and there wero many of us 
who knew a good general when they 
served with him—voted him the finest 
general that ever breathed the breath 
of life. When General Joubert was 
attacking Ladysmith we were twelve 
miles away, and I. took General 
White's message on thc heliograph to 
General Bullery saying ‘I cannot hold 
out much longer." General Buller al- 
most cried « when we gave him the 
message, and ho immediately answer 
ed, “Hold out as long as you ‘can; I 
am only twelve miles away.’ Then 
General White © signalled” that he 
thought it would be impossible for 
him to hold out, whereupon General 
Duller-heliographed, *1f you must sur- 
render get the best conditions pos- 
sible for your men.’

A peculiar kind of blundering known 
as “folk etymology” is responsible for 
some of the quecrest freal:s of lan- 
guage. An easy example will make 
this clear, says “Harper's Magazine. 
Our American word “carryall" for. a 
kind of vehicle Is not a compound of 
“carry” and “all,” but a slight distor 
tion of the French “carrlole” a dimin- 
utive car. The change wos made in 
obedience to the universal tendency to 
asslinilate the unknown to the known, 
to make words mean something by as- 
soclating them with others which they 
resemble in sound. Often there is no 
etymological relation «between the 
words associated, as when spartow 
grasa fs made out of asparagus. This 
particular corruption was once fn such 
good colloquial use that Walker, the 
lexicographer, wrote, “Sparrowgrass is 
fo general that asparagus has an alr 
of stiffuess and p&lantry.”

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WILL STRENGTHEN JAMAICA, 
Great Britain Begins Construction of New 
Matteries at Kingston, 


London, Sept. 18.—A despatch to 
The Daily Mel from Kingstont Ja- 
inaica, says the constriction of a 
new battery of six-inch guns has 
been begun at the castern extremity 
of the harbor there. This forms part 
of the general scheme for strengthen- 
ing the British yaval station at Port 
Royal, in anticipation of the com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal. .

Fireman William Ross of Toronto 
Killed, Engineer Rose Badly Injured, 
Fireman Peters Slightly Hurt and Two 
Passengera Slightly Injured—Locomd- 
tive and Four Baggage and Express 
Cars Badly Wrecked. — 


Toronto, Sept. 19.—An open switch 
was responsible for. y fatal wreck on 
the C.P.R. at Mabericy early yester- 
day morning. The Montreal Expressa 
was partially ditched and Fireman 
Willlam Ross of Toronto was instant- 
ly killed. Engineer Alexander Rose, 
& Toronto,man, was badly injured, 
and F. A. Peters, un extra fireman in 
tho cab, was slightly hurt. J. K. 
Moores, a Chicugo traveling man, 
and Miss Maggie Wolf of Duffalo, pas- 
sengers, were slightly injurcd by be- 
Ing thrown from their seats. 

The heavily toaded train left Tor- 
onto Wednesday evening at 10. o’- 
clock. Considering the specd of the 
flying train and the many passengers 
it is remarkable that o frightful dis- 
aster did not result. As.it was the 
coaches did not go into the ditch, 
but the locomotive pnd four baggage 
and express cars were budly wreck- 
ed.

‘The 
disaster occurred at 9 o'clock, just as 
Booker T, Washington had concluded 
his address to the National Conven- 
tion of Colored Baptists and for 
three hours the scenes around the 
church were indescribable. '

ground outside the house of worship, 
awaiting removal to the various un-

2,000 In the Edifice, 


Shiloh Church is the largest house 
of worship for negrocs in Birming- 
ham, and thére were at least 2,000 
}ersons in the edifice when the stam- 
pede began, Instructions had — been 
issued to alow no one else to enter - 
after tlhe building had been filled,, 
but the negrocs forced their way in- 
side the church, and were standing in 
every aisle when oa cry of “Fight, 
fight,’’ was mistaken for the dread- 
ful cry of “Fire,"’ and a wild rusk 
to get out was made. The entrance 
to the chirch was literally — packed, 
and the negroes were trampled to 
death in their struggle to escape. 


Veritable Death Trap, 


Tho floor of the church is about 15 
feet from the ground and long steps 
Tend to the sidewalk from the lobby 
just outside the main auditorium. 
Brick walls extend 6n each side. of 
these’ steps for‘ six or seven feet and 
this proved a \eritable death trap. 
Negroes who had reached the top of 
the steps were thrown forward, oth- 
ers fell upon them and in a moment 
hunun beings were piled upon cach 
other to a height of 10 feet, where 
they struggled hard to extricate 
thenselves, .

BANQUETTED BY LIBERALS. | 
Quotes Mr. Fielding With Him For Tarif 
Stability. 


The Liberals of Orillia tendered 

Mon. J. Isracl Tarte, Minister of 
Public Works, a banguct in the Daly 
House last evening. ‘The dining com- 
Partment was’ tastefully decorated 
with. many patriotic banners. J. B. 
Tudhope, _ M.P.P., presided, and in- 
troduced Mr. Tarte as the iman _who 
keeps his word. 
“In the course of his reply 3fr. 
Tarte stated that he had the mis- 
fortune of knowing what we wanted 
and Saying it openly. After referring 
at length to the transportation ques- 
tion and his well-known fosition 
thereupon, hv procecdied to discuss 
the tariff issuc, taking up new ground 
ax follows: 

Fam dabbling with a delicate 
qvestion. Politics is not a game un- 
less there are some difficulties in the 
play. The question is, whether we 
are going to rely upon the Ameri- 
cans for our destiny or rely on our- 
selves. That is the position I take.: 
There may be differences of opinion 
as to just how mattérs should be. I 
tiever met ten men around a board 
of the same minds; ff they were they 
would be fools, (Laughter.)  Condi- 
tions change. There are few things 
that last forever {n a man’s life. 
True love is, perhaps, the only 
thing. (Laughter.) 

Quoted From Mr. Fielding. 

Mr.-Tarte then quoted from the 
speech of Mr. Fielding, Minister of 
Finance, delivered last session to 
this effect: 
make any changes in the tariff this 
season. I do not for a moment qaim 
that the tariff is perfect. I think 
that on the whole {ft has proved very 
good tariff, indeed, when we recall 
the circumstances under which our 
tariff revision took place; wlien we 
remember the very Semplicated and 
dificult problem with which we had 
to deal, we may well congratulate 
ourselves upon our success in 
devising a tariff! so well adapted te 
tariff under which Cannda has pros- 
pered in a greater degree than in 
any previous period in her history. I 
have occasionally hinted at the desir- 
ability of a reasunable measure of 
tariff stability. Nothing would be 
more likely to unsettle business than 
a practice of ‘introducing frequent tar- 
if changes. Hence we have resisted 
applications for many small change, 
and we think it will do so to-day. 
But.I would not huve it understood 
that this view can always be held. 
As time passes, conditions change in 
our oWn country, and it will be well 
for us to take note of this, so that 
we may adjust our tariff according- 
ly."* ~ 







Endorsed by His Colleagues, 

This statement, he said, was made 
with the approval of the Government 
as a Whole. I am, therefore, respon- 
sible for the statement as q Minister 
of the Government. and during the 
last two months I have never said 
more than that we went to Washing- 
ton to sevure fair trade terms, and 
the right hon. gentleman at the 
head of the administration was red 
hot. when he came back. Our Amer- 
ican neighbors thought they could do 
without us, and more than that, 
thought they. could do us.

Only One Way to Fight. 

I know of only one way to fight, 
said Mr. ‘Tarte, with emphasis, and_ 
that is to fight. (Applause.) If you 
want to win confidence and support, 
do not show the white feather, The 
Globe is free to call me a fool ,if It 
will, but I believe that it is the 
tight and privilege of a Minister of 
the Crown to speak his mind. The 
fecling of the country is that we do 
net want higher taxation, but if in w 
few cases it is necessary jn order to 
foster-and build up our industrics to 
impose n higher duty, [will go for. 
ft. (Applause.)

Toronto, Sept. 30.—The Tobacco 
Commission, with Judge McTavish 
in charge, convened in the city yest 
terday and heard evidence from 2.30 
Pp. m. till 5.30 p. m., adjourning tit 
Monday morning.

In 1880 
Mr. Fleming, ax ho then was, retired 
from the service of the Dominion 
Government, In 1879 he submitted g 
report to the Canadian Government, 
advocating the construction. of the 
Pacific all-British cable to Australia 
and New Zealand, and at the Colon- 
jal Conferenzen of IRS7 and 1804 
hMpedl largely the great pro‘ect 
which is now nearing completion. The 
name of Sir Sanford Fleming will ev- 
er occupy an honored place in ccn- 
nection with the inception of the Pa- 
cific cable.

Two weeks ago two Doukhobors in 
that district turncd cattle adrift on 
the prairics. The owners are now 
absolutely without means of subsist- 
ence, and the Dominion Government 
had decided to sell the cattle at auc- 
tion, the proceeds to be devoted to 
helping the Doukhobors tide over the 
winter.

ORIGINATORS TO THE GRAVE. 





, seseed Them and That ‘Were the 
Causes of Their Tragio Taking Of. 


The maxim which states that silence 
is golden has cost the world seme of 
She’ greatest discoveries of modern 
tlmes, for not a few of the inventors 
whose names would have been handed 
down to posterity as public benefac- 
tors have been killed by their secrets 
before they would consent to dirulge 
them to their fellow beings. 

In 1895 all Europe was startled by 
the discovery of a new explosive called 
fulminite, which, it was believed, 
would revolutionize modern warfare, 
It was the invention of an Exeter 
scientist named Sawbridge, and. sam- 
ples of the explosive which were test- 
ed by the government revealed the fact 
that its power was three times greater 
than that of cordite and in conse- 
quence it would treble the range of a 
rifle bullet. The German government 
offered Sawbridge £20,000 for hls in- 
vention, which he patriotically refused. 
until the home authorities had bad the 
first option of purchase. But just as 
the latter were gbout to seal a con- 
tract with him the news came that his 
laboratory had been blown up and him. 
self with it. Unfortunately he left 
no .records whatever, and although 
some of the leading experts of the day 
minutely examined the debris they 
failed to discover the secret, which is 
probably lost forever. . 

About half a century ago an Itallan 
priest named Lulgi Tarant! discovered 
a method of making stained glass, the 
coloring of which was declared equal 
to that made by the ancients, whose 
secret has been Jost. Tarantl aban- 
doned holy orders and set to work to 
execute the hundreds of commissions 
he recelyed In the secrecy of his work- 
shop at Ostia, near Rome. The finest 
stained glass windows in Italy were 
made by him, and be guarded bis se- 
cret well, for when a year later be was 
‘ound dead of blood poisoning, set up 
by the pigments he employed, it was 
realized that he had carried his secret 
with him. The cleverest workmen 
were called in to examine the ingredi- 
ents, but they one and all failed to 


“penetrate the dead man’s secret. 


The person who covld make compo- 
sition billiard balls equal to those of 
lyory would quickly quallfy as a mil- 
Honaire, and it is not an Impossible 
task, for it has already been done. 
Some years ago a Scotch manufactur- 
er put composition billiard balls on the 
market which were as good at but 
only a third of the price of those al- 
ready fn use. He refrained from pat- 
enting bis invention and made_all the 
balls himself, even his family being 
probiblted from sharing his secret. 
But just as he was beginning to taste 
the fruits of his experiments.be was 
one day mortally wounded by an acci- 
dent In his workshop and died before 
he could make any statement. Ex- 
perts were given specimens of the balls 
to analyze, but In spite of the fact that 
they sheceeded fn tracing the materi- 
als used they have long since given up 
all bopes of belng able to discover how 
they were put together. 

The only man who has yet been suc- 
cessful in taking photographs in color 
was a martyr to his discovery, the 
secret of which 1s lost. Some years 
ago Dr. Herbert Franklin of Chicago 
submitted a number of colored photo- 
graphs—of a somewhat crade nature, 
it Is true—to the leading American 
sclentific institutions, and the encour- 
agement he recelred was such that 
he bullt himself a Isboratory, proof 
against the wiles of spies, at 2 cost 
of $12,000, wherein to perfect bis in- 
ryention. In the preparation of his 
plates he used a charcoal fire, and one 
day when at work he omitted to open’ 
the ventilators nnd was found aspbyx- 
lated. He had refrained from divulg- 
fog his secret to any one, and Jn con- 
sequence, although some partially fin- 
ished plates that hid the secret re 
mained, the way they were prepared 
is a problem that bas baiiled scientists 


Another victim to his secret was 
Adams, the inventor of talllum, the 
greatest discovery in the metals of the 
age. Adams was confident that npmetal 
could be produced which, although as 
hard as steel, was only half Sts weight 
and price, and after five years’ experi- 
menting with an electrical process tal- 
Mum was the result. The invention 
was taken up throughout America, and 
orders for thousands of tons of the 
metal began to pour in from the lead- 
ing rallway companies, 

But It was too late. The enormous 
mental strain he bad undergone, 
coupled with the sensation of finding 
taillions within his grasp, took away 
his reason, and he was confined fn an 
asylum... He left no records to explain 
the process, and no aniount of per- 
suasion drew the secret from him, 
which perished locked up in his brain 
when two years later he died a belp- 
less lunatic,

INVENTIONS THAT BROUGHT THEIR 


Scientific Secrets That Have Been 
Durie@ With the Mem Who Poa- 
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Dig Prices Paid for Fishing Mights—Care 
capedia Salmon Club Pays Quebec 
235,500 Per Ansum, While J. J. Milt 
Pays 83,000 for the North shore of 
the St. John—A Geed Season. 


A special correspondent of The To- 
ronto Globe, writing from Quebec, 
says: The 
closed on the 15th August, and all 
the reports from the rivers go to 
show that the sport during the sea- 
son just ended was far ahead of what 
it has been for many years — past, 
both in the Provinces of Quebec and 
-New Brunswick. ‘Thoso who failed of 
much success were generally the 
anglers who were too early in the 
season upon their rivers, like Mr. 
James J. Hill of, St. Paul. The early. 
disappearance of snow promised’) an 
early fishing season, and muny sal- 
mon fishermen from Europe and the 
United States consequently went 
down to their rivers much earlier 
than usual, only to find that the con- 
tinued high water, consoquent upon 
the heavy rains and low temperature 
Prevented the possibility of fishing. 
Some of the anglers upon the 
streams of Labrador were threo 
weeks upon tho river without killing 
@ single salmon. This was the cose 
on the Moisie, ono of the finest of 
the Canadian salmon rivers. ‘Thosa 
who could afford the time to remain 
long enough upon the salmon pools 
got excellent sport, but many of the 
fishermen were obliQ&G to Teave when 
the fishing was just at its best. The 
Godbot, which belongs to Afr. Man- 
uel of Ottawa and his friends, af- 
forded, as usual, splendid sport, and 
so, in tho latter part of the season, 
did the neighboring river, the Trin- 
ity. For the first three weeks of 
their fishing the anglers on this 
stream only killed eleven fish, while 
in the four following days they killed 
24. ° Br, B.C. Fitch, President of 
the Waltham Watch Company, and ao 
party of friends had good sport. on 
the Romaine, while another party, 
including Mr. Robert E. Plumb, of 
Detroit and Mr. F. S. Hodges of 
Boston, made a good kill on tho 
Natashquan. This splendid river only 
costs the lessces $350. per annum, 
while for the St. John, on tho north 
shore, Mr. J. J. Hill pays an annual 
rental of $3,000. Tho fishing of the 
Moisie was purchased from the land- 
ed proprictors last year for $30,000 
and the Government fishing rights in 
the river and its estuary cost nearly 
$4,000 0 year besides. Amongst other 
distinguished Americans who fished 
Canadu’s north shore salmon 
streams this year may be mentioned 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, au- 
thor of ‘The Ruling Passion,"* 
“Little Rivers,"’ ete, He succeeded 
in killing. nearly seventy salmon in 
the Riviere a Ja Truite. 

Qn the south shorv of the St. Law- 
rence the Cascapedin Salmon Club 
Pays no less than $8,500 per annum 
to the Government of!Quebec for tho 
lense of the fishing in only a part of 
the Grand Cascapedia. Mr. Vander- 
bilt, Mr. Callwallader, Mr. de For- 
rest, Mr. Harry Hollins and other 
equally distinguished American ang- 
lers are: members of this club. Any 
amount af this sport is offered by 
the spleidid pools of this river, 
though, on account of the usual 
clearness of the water, considerable 
skill is’ required to tempt the fish 
to rise to the fy. Some anglers fish 
hut very Mttle in the day time on 
this river, finding that the salmon 
rise more freely after sundown. They 
fish with a large light fly, and take 
the most of their fish between 7.30 
and 9,30 at night. Some of the best 
pools on the river are private pro- 
perty, including the famous Princess 
Pool, in which If. R. Hi the Prin- 
cess Louise killed a monster salmon. 
This is now owned, together with 
much more excellent fishing water, 
by Mr. Davis, of Hochester, N. Y., 
who has killed fish in the Cascapedia 
weighing up to 52 pounds. The re 
cord fish taken with rod and line in 
Canadian waters was a salon of 54 
pounds, taken some years ago in the 
Cuscapedia by Mr. R. G. Dunn of

USED OTHERWISE.

“The poor ya havg wilh ye al- 
ways," ts a gospel truth as plain’ and 
conylncing ‘to-day as it was when 
written and spoken nearly two thour- 
and years ago. What to do witls thy 
poor, haw best to relteve their want 
without encouragirg idleness and the 
misuse of inoney, has become a diffi- 
oult quiation fo those who ‘have en- 
deavored to sasist the destitute and 
needy.

A few days later one 
of the ladies "began to wonder if the 
old sults would fit the Soys, and, if 
not, would‘the mother be able to al- 
ter them. Wath this end in view she 
visited the home. “Oh, yes, the guits 
Sitted beautifully,” ssid the ‘mother. 
“I never iw anything nicer. Why, the 
children all looked so nice in ‘heir 
new. clothes that I apent the XQ to 
get their photographs taken.” This, an 
actual occurrence, shaws the cause of 
some people's poverty—ignoranc: of 
th= value and use of gnonsy.

‘The Simple Explanation of a Very

Asks Civilized World Fer Contributions 
For Destitute in South Africa—Disciaim 
Intention to Influence Public. 


Amsterdam. Sept. 44.—The Boer 
Generals Doths, Dewet and Delarey 
have issued a manifesto in the shape 
of an appeal to’ the civilized world. 
‘The document recalls how, after the 
terrible struggle in South Africa, and 
the Bocrs were compellcd to accept 
the British terms of peace, the gen- 
erals wero commissioned to proceed 
to England and appeal to th: new 
Government to allay the distress 
which Is devastating the colonies, and 
in the event of the failure of the mis- 
sion, to appeal to the civilized world 
for charitable contributions. 
(Continuing, the generals say that,) 
having failed to iriduce Great Brit- 
nin to grant further assistance, it 
only remains «for — them to address 
themselves to the peeple of Europe 
and America. : 

**The sina Doer nation.”’ goes ‘on 
the manifesto, *‘can never forget the 
help it received in its dark’ hours of 
suffering. Our people arc completely 
ruined. It has been impossible to 
make a co:npiecte inventory, put we 
are convinced that at Icast’ 30,000 
houses on Boer farms and many vil- 
lages were burned or destroyed by 
the British during’ the war. Every- 
thing was destroyed, and the coun- 


try was completely laid waste. ‘The 
war ‘demandcd many victims, and 
the Iand was bathed jn tears, and 


our_orphans and widows were aban- 
doned. We are appealing to. the 
world for contributions to assist the 


-destitute ard help in the education 


of the children.”’ ¢

An yInteresting He port Fruim lPrefessor 
Wel 4e Miiler. 


An interssting report un the miner- 
al Cgvosits in ths vicinity of Stur- 
gon cnd Savant Lakes, northwest of 
tort Arthur, is contained in a letter 
from Prof. W. G. Milier, Vrovincial 
Geologist, to. the Bureau of Mincs. 
‘Tho district, Prof. Miller says, seems 
to have bern at one time well timb- 
ered, and in this’ éonnettion he men- 
tions that from his experience the re- 
gious frequented by prospectors show 
Icss' wanton results of fire than those 
traversed by the railway builder and 
trapper. ‘There are no agricultural 
areas of any importance, and “game 
appeara less abundant than in the 
territory farther south. Two com- 
panies are at work in the Sturgeon 
Lake gold fields, and more or Jess 
Prospecting 1s going on. ‘The Jack 
Lake Mining Company has done.con- 
siderable development work, and has 
sunk two shafts to a depth of 100 
feet each, while the manager is re- 
ported as well satisfied with the 
quantity and quality of the ore in 
sight. 

Savant Lake, which is little known, 
is 23 miles Yong, and 4 or 5 miles 
broad. Prof. Miller visited a belt of 
iron-bearing rock discovered by the 
Provincial exploration party of 1900, 
an found it to be of magnetite and 
150 to 200 yards wide. ‘Ihe ore oc- 
curs sparingly in it, he says, and is 
much faulted and broken, He traced 
the band for a few miles, but found 
nothing of importance, though jf the 
belt were followed further better re- 
sults might be obtained. Prof. Mil- 
ler remarks on Vho frequency with 
which those iron belts occur-in 
northern Ontario, and says that if 
some of them are not found to con- 
tain ore bodies of economic import- 
ance they would be truly unique in 
view of tho results in Michigan and 
Minnesota. Their distance from Inke 
ports docs not destruy their value, 
he says, as they are well situated for 
charcoal furnaces, and the smelting 
of th? orv ‘on the spot would be 
more beneficial to the district than 
to ship it out. 

The placer deposits on Lake Sav- 
ant Prof. Miller examined, but from 
his pannings, he concludes they aro’ 
“of no value. He collected a number 
‘of samples, however, which he will 
assay. The sands and gravels are 
glacial deposits and not unusual, 
Prof. Miller intends visiting the iron 
Ueposits of the Atikokan and Stcep 
Tock Lake regions on the Canadian 
Northern’

Prefessor Cody, «f Torente, fays They De 
the West’s Dirty Work.

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DAMAGE BY CARP." 


Driving Oat Canada’s Game by Destrey- 
ing Their Feeding Meds. . 


TheGerman carp, against whom! 
the hand of every fishermen is raised 
because of his displacing better ‘fish, 
is uccused of one more and © still 
Worse crime by O. B. Sheppard, Do- 
uiinjon inspector of fisheries for On- 
tario, to wit, that of driving out our 
best waterfowl by cating this food. 

Mr. Sheppard, after chis return 
from un inspection trip, stated that 
the problem of getting rid* cf* or 
keeping under the carp was now fac- 
ing the fishery authorities on both 
sides of the Jine’ From all he could 
learn the carp was in Germany a 
fine-grained and delicate fish, but its 
transplanting to America with its 
new varicty of food had cause it to 
slide down the seule until it, was 
uhout the least desirable of our food 
fishes. Its chief fault was its driving 
away of other fish and gradually ex- 
terminating them by eating their 


EH. ; 

Latterly, however, it had been 
noticed that the carp were destroying 
the beds of wild rice, which - forms 
the chicf food of wild duqis, geese 
and other aquatic birds. 

Upon the trip from’ which he was 
just returning, Mr. Sheppard had no- 
ticed that in Cook's Das, Lake Sim- 
coc, where there were formerly hun- 
dreds of acres of wild réze, there was 
not to be seen qn spear of that plant 
to-duy! The suine wes true of the 
Tfolland river, where there were at 
one time fifteen hundred acres of 
rice; now the carp’ have eaten it lit- 
erally root, branch and seed. These 
places were once the Very best duck 
grounds in the provincy, and now tho’ 
ducks avoid them. 

The carp were hot introduced orig- 
inally into Lake Simcoe, but ° were 
confined in the mill dam at Newmar- 
ket. The dain broke, and the ¢arp 
got into Lake Simcoe through the 
Holland river, How to get them out 
or dextroy them passed any  man’a 
knowledge, as they were the most 
tenacious of life under hard condi- 
tions, and defied the best laid traps, 
So fur as he knew there was no carp 
in any of the tJuskoxa lakes. 

As to the chanees for black bass 
in the Jakes whire carp abound, he 
thought they were better than those 
of nuy other fish. ‘The carp was not 
a fith-eater like the pike, his mouth 
not being so placed that he could 
enjoy this diversion.. He was of tne 
sucker Variety, and destroyed other 
fish tribes by cating their eggs. ‘The 
black bass was well armed to fight 
the carp, Only eight days clapsed 
betwen the laying of bass eggs and 
the hatching out of the young fry, 
and during this critical period and 
while the fry were too small to get 
out of the way of the carp, the par- 
eut bass remained on* guard and 
rushed bull-like at everything that 
threatened their progeny. 

The bass, Mr. Sheppard sali, gas 
the only fish which protectet! its 
young in this way, and it was this 
puguacity which mad@ them such an 
eaxy prey to the angler during the 
spawning season. At everything that 
looked unusual or dungerous the bass 
rushed peliemell? and consequently 
ys impaled on che first hook which 
cane within reach. On this account 
the buss wee particularly protected 
by close secson during the spawning 
Meson. : 

The carp need no protection, jocu- 
larly remarked Mr. Sheppard It had 
xot tuto international waters and be 
come an international question for 
Mishery experts, and lucky would be 
the man whe could devise some 
tuyans of getting rid of the carp faim- 
ily without destroying other varie 
tles.

fer a fine for their verdancy. 1f so, 
would it not be better, howevér, to 
have an express statute on the point?

Unitéd Mine Workers’ Union to 
Be Wiped Off Face of the Earth, 


Whole Disaffected Region to Be Overrun 
by State Troops and Work at the 
Mines Mesamed—One of the Great 
?Coal, Companies Makes Large Pur 
“chases of Arms to Oppose Force to 
Force. 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Sept. 25.—A 
Prominent con! operator said yester- 
day>that he expected to see the strike 
over by another month. He declared 
the cnd would come by a process of 
attrition in which the United Mine 
Workers’ Union would bo wiped off 
the face of the earth for all time. 
He claimed that he was in possession 
of facts to show that 85 per cent. 
of the ininers were willing to go back 
at the old scale provided they were 
protected from violence. \ 

“The solution of the problem,’’ 
said he, “Hes in the hands of the 
militia. The whole coal region will 
be honeycombed by soldiers and dis- 
order stamped out. When order is 
restored the mines will be resumed 
and the soldiers will stand on guard 
until all danger of violence is over."* 

In the light of this statement tho 
words of Gen. Gobin are of interest. 
He says: | ‘During the past two 
weeks the’ Governor has” received 
many letters calling upon him to ex- 
ercise the power at his command and 
make {it possible for the collicries to 
resume and produce coal. These ap- 
peals have multiplicd and grown so 
urgent that he feels that he can no 
longer ignore thein. 

“You can say with perfect safety 
that the ordering out of the 13th 
Regiment is only the first step in 
the Governor’s plan. Ie has decided 
to send troops to every district 
where the rights of the citizens are 
interfered with, Every man who 
wishes to goto work will be fur- 
nixhed protection. The campaign 
will now be short. and dccisive.’’ 

Arms ought in New York. 

New York, Sept. 25.—One of tha 
great coal companics has made large 
purchases of arms and ammunition 
in New York and has shipped them 
to its collicries in Pennsylvania, in- 
tending to arm Volunteers to aid the 
Coal qnd iron Police, and if tho 
occasion arises, to oppose force by 
force. 

The attitude of the operators re 
mains uncompromising. They insist 
that the only possible outcome of 
the strike is tac surrender of the 
men.

Judge Declares Pennsylvania Can Compel 
Operators to Work Them. 


, 

Chicago, Sept. 25.—"It would bo 
an exercise of lawful authority for 
the State to compel owners of coal 
niines to operate them for the benefit 
of the public, or else for the State 
to take tharge of the mines and op- 
erate them through lessees," said 
Judge Gibbons of the Cock County 
Circuit, a recognized authority on 
constitutional law. Judge Gibbons’ 
opinion was in answer to the ques- 


tion: ‘‘Is there any Jawful way to 
compel the operators to open the 
mines?"" 


*“fhe Governor and Legislature of 
Pennsylvania have power to end the 
strike if they are courageous and 
patriotic enough to do it,"" he con- 
tinued. ‘I don’t believe in taking a 
man’s property away from him, but 
{f the public good demands the use 
of it 1 believe in the State taking 
possession and operating it for the 
use of the people, making reasonable 
compensation to the owners. 

‘There are certain species of pro- 
perty which by tho law of nature are 
intended to be common, The right to 
use these properties arises from the 
law of necessity, and so well recog- 
nized is this richt that even under 
the feudal systen: . the lord of tho 
manor could not appropriate to him- 
self this kind of property © without 
leaving ‘sufficient for the needs of tho 
people.”*

An Ancient Bible. 

In the Cottonian library In England 
is an old manuscript copy of a part of 
the Bible in Latin. The London 
Chronicle says it was used at the cor 
onations of English soverelgus 300 
years before the “stone of destiny” 
was brought from Scone to Westmip- 
ster by Edward EL. 

If this be tree, the use of this Lible 
for the purpose dates back to the year 
1000, It is 2 quarto of 217 leaves, con- 
taining the four gospels, and secms 
from the style of. the writing and Mlu- 
minations, which are very beautiful, 
to have been made about the end of 
the ninth century. 

It narrowly escaped destruction in 
the fre at Ashburnham House In 1731, 
of which it bears evidence In its 
crumpled leaves and singed margins. 
There is some evidence that the son of 
Edward the Elder, ‘Athelstan the Glo- 
rious, who was king of the West Sax- 
ons from 925 to 940, owned this Bible 
and gare ft to the church of Dover.

Remarkable Lamp Im Loulslana 
That Never Goes Out. 

“The must remarkable lamp In this 
section of the country.” sald a man 
who crulses a great deal along the 
cvast to the New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat, “Is to be found In the water area 
between Lake Borgue and Mississipp! 
sound fn a lonely, desolate, isolnted 
spot, where the fall of human feet and 
the dip of oars are beard only four 
times a year. 

“The light Is some distance this side 
of Ray St. Louls and Is a little south 
of Chinchuba, It stands away out in 
the marsh, but can be seen from the 
Loulsville and Nasbyille railroad. It 
burns all the time, day and night 
year In and year out. It fickers away 
for the benefit of the mariners who 
frequent these waters. 1t Is the Per- 
petual light. The sun, the moon and 
stars may come and go, but the light 
which shines out In the disma! marsh 
is always the same. It is the one 
bright thing In a rather dismal stretch 
of country. Seaweeds grow wild and 
rank fn that region. The land. such 
as one may sce from a railroad train, 
isn fint and treeless waste, It Is with- 
out any cheerful aspect. low, gloomy, 
overhung by miasmatic mist and a per- 
fect prairie of wild and matted weeds 
of the kind which flourlsh In marshy 
regions. It Is threaded by sluggish 
arms of water. 

“Once every three morths this lamp 
1s visited by  a° human being. It fs 
filled with ofl, trimmed up and put in 
condition to burn for. three months 
longer. Thus St fs visited four times a 
year. 1t fs situated so that the winds 
cannot put It out. It renders good 
service, never,explodes, bever goes out, 
never gets dimmer or brighter, but 
burns with the same steady power all 
the time. It has earned the name of 
the Perpetual light.” 








Washing In the Orient.

Bot a Peund of Fenthbers ta Heavier 
Than a Pound of wead. x 

“That old quésiiou about a pound of 
feathers and u pound of Jead takes on 
Dew interest when we look at-it Ina 
simple scleatitic way. It seems ab 
surd, of course, that a pound of one 
tlung could be heavier than a pound of 
another thing, and yet that Is exactly 
what may be shown In this case; not 
that the pound of lead ts heavier than 
the pound of feathers, as most persons 
would say on the spur of the moment, 
but just the other way—a pound of 
feathers Is heavler than a pound of 
lead. 

This apparently inconsistent state 
ment may be quite easily proved. With’ 
accurate scales weigh a pound of lead, 
using ordinary shot for conrenlence; 
then with the same scales weigh a 
pound of feathers, putting them into a 
muslin bag for the purpose. The feath- 
ers and the bag together must welgh 
exactly a pound 

The next step in the operation will 
show apparently that there is no dif- 
ference whatever In the welght of the 
two articles, for you put the shot in 
one pan of a balance and the bag of 
feathera In the other, and after a little 
seesawing they will come to an exact 
level 

Now, however, the scientific phase of 
the question presents ftself, and you 
are reminded that In weighing the ar 
ticles thus In the open alr you hare 
taken no actount of the buoyant pow- 
er of the alr, which bears everything 
up In proportion to the object’s bulk. 
As the bag of feathers is of greater 
bulk than the shot, it Is borne up more 
than the shot fs, and for that reason 
it is necessary to use a little more than 
2 pound of feathers to balance a pound 
of lead. 

This, however,_Is theoretical. The 


practical proof is obtained when you’ 


place the balance bearing the lead and 
the feathers on the receiver of an alr- 
pump and cover them with the glass 
bell. Then exhaust the air, and you 
will find that the pan bearing the feath- 
ers ‘will.sink and the pan bearing the 
Jead will rise, thus showing that when 
welghed In the ordinary way the quan- 
tity of feathers used to make a pound 
is actually more than a pound. 





FINS OF THE FLYING FISH. 


They Are Used an Parachutes Rather 
Than ae Wings. 

Qut from the warmer seas fly the 
flying Osh, the Osh of which every one 
has heard, which yet none can see for 
the first time witbout.a gasp of amaze. 
ment, without a feeling as though be 
holding the miraculous, the fish which 
has given rise to more untruthful sto- 
ries than any other fish in all the seas. 
Undoubtedly the fying fish has wings 
lke a bird; undoubtedly It Oles, yet not 





like, pectoral fins on which it Is up- 
borne, nor, once launched In the alr, 
can It change [ts course by any more- 
ment of its wings until it dips azain 
to the water. Yet ft will pass a ship 
making ten knots In the hour and tray- 
el in the alr as far as SOO fcet ata 
time. 

Astounding, indecd, {fs the sight of a 
shoal of fying fish taking to the alr, 
skimming far over the surface when 
the sea Is calm, leaping high over 
great waves when gales blow. Fish 
seem ludicrously out of thelr element 
In the air, but that fish should fy is 
not really more wonderful than that 
some animals and birds, ike the otter 
or the penguin, dive and swim to per 
fection. 

The fying fish’s fins are really para- 
chutes to support and steady its body 
rather than wings to propel it The 
lobe of the tall glves propulsion to the 
body as It leaves the water. A ying 
fish measures about a foot In length, 
and its long, transparent pectoral fs 
reach almost to the tall; but, though 
very large when expanded, they can 
be folded up very neatly, Its Might Is 
short and Intermittent, and it must 
needs continually dip into the sea to 
give Itself a fresh start.

Hon. Mr. Tarte Speaks to Gara- 
noque Men of All Parties.

Tells Cause of Present How, and Points 
Oct the Dangers of Excommanicaticn 
—“I Say It Is Not fo," His Eeply to 
the Globe's Statement That Mr. Field- 
ing Intimated the Tarif Would Be 
rowered. 


Gananoque, Sept. 25.—A_non-polit- 
feal but Very hearty welcome was ac- 
corded to Hon. Mr. Tarte on his vis- 
it of harbor inspection here yester- 
day. In tbs course of his reply to 
an address to him in the opera 
house at 8 o’clock, Mr. Tarte _ac- 
knowledged with pleasure the support 
that he had received from both po- 
litieal partics in his efforts to im- 
prove ovr Waterways. During the 
trip on the lakes he had gone to see 
what was needed at Port Arthur and 
Fort Willian. "I am sorry to say," 
added Mr. Tarte, ‘‘that it was dur- 
ing my Visit there that this row in 
which I am now en arose. I 
suid there, after noticing Mr. Sif- 
ton’s speech calling for a reduction 
on the tariff, thet Fort William and 
Port Arthur must be made the capi- 
tal of the Northwest, that there the 
products of the cast and west must 
be exchanged and not at the Ameri- 
can port of Duluth.” 

After declaring that Canada must 
have o tarif of her own. and her own 
interests wholly, Mr. ‘Tarte paid a 
tribute to his friend and able critic, 
Mr. Taylor.'and concluded with an 
appeal for Canadian nation . building 
on British lines, and for the policy 
of Canisdu for Canadians. *, 

Banquet In the Mvening. 

Mr. Turte was entertained at a 
banquet in the evening. ‘There werd 
40 gucsts, and the dinner was pre- 
sided over by the Mayor. During his 
response 10 the toast of his health, 
Mr. Tarte repeated that Mr. Sifton 
was maxing a tremendous national 
mistake in declaring that unfess the 
Were Jowered the Northwest 
would rise in her might against it, 
“and,"' said Mr. Tarte, ‘'I am for this 
exconununicated pad declared untrue 
to the Government to which I be 





long, but I feel thet 1 can safely 
walk anywhere among my country- 


tuen. hold up my head and say that 
1 never betrayed anyone. When [ 
broke from the Conservative party, I 
Plainly toid Sire John Macdonald 1 
would = do 50 unless certain 
things were done, but I betrayed 
nobody. I am not betraying anyone 
now, and some of my political 
friends” should not excommunicate 
people in such o light way. Excom- 
munication is a dangerous thing, and 
not resorted to in these days; but, if 
they persist. I can stand it, for I 
fect that I am only voicing the views 
of the great majority of the people 
of Canada, when I ask that both 
Parties unite upon a policy of Cana- 
da for Canadians, and in so doing I 
am not departing from the policy éf 
the Liberal party.

— of Quebee; to me all is Cana- 
Liberal Tariff Views. 

To show that he had nov spoken 
anything behind his leader's back 
that he would not say in his pre- 
sence, Mr. Tarte, with much gusto, 
quoted from the speech he made at 
the manufacturers” banquet in Mon- 
treal last November, both Sir Wil- 
frid and Mr. Fielding being present. 

For the expression fof these views 
Mr. ‘Tarte said the Premier had not 
found fault with him, but now The 
Globe caine forward and declared 
that what Mr. Fielding said on these 
Kume occasions meant that the tariff 
would be lowered. 

“I say that that is not so,’" Mr. 
Tarte declared emphatically, ‘‘and I 
feel I am speaking the sentiments of 
all the members of the Governinent 
when I deny that statement. The 
Promise was meant to be conveyed 
by Mr. Fielding on that occasion not 
to Jower the tariff, but to improve 
it.

Slayer of Mrs. Sessie Franks 
Acquainted .With the House. 





Police Authorities Helleve the Marder 
Followed the Burglary of Mlas Thomas* 
Apartments—A Pace in Window Tues- 
day Night Frightened the Lone Occu- 
pant—Weapon, Which Is Still Missing, 
Believed to De a Jimmy. 


Chippewa, Sept. 27.—Although the 
Police were unanimous last night jn 
saying they had no clue to the mur- 
derer of Mrs, Jessie Franks, it is 
well understood that they are inves- 
tigating along a line that promises 
some interesting developments. The 
authoritics refuse to believe that 
more than one man was’ engaged in 
tho terrible tragedy; or that a 
hatchet was used, os at first sup- 
posed, to inflict the Injuries which 
caused the -unfortunate woman's 
death. The marks on tho rear door, 
by which the murderer entered the 
‘souse, would indicate that a small 
“‘f{immy,"’ sharpened at one end, had 
been used to force an entrance and 
slay the woman. r 

Murder After Burglary. 


The police now insist that the mur- 
der was committed after the apart- 
ments of Miss Thomas, in the north 
side of the house, who was reputed 
to have considerable money, had 
been ransacked, They aro strongly 
of the opinion that Mrs, Franks was 
not in the house when the murderer 
entered, but that she came in upon 
him when he was in the act’ of car- 
rying off the valuables in tho place. 

Chippewa Excited. 


For the past 36 hours nothing clse 
has been talked about in Chippewa 
but the brutal murder of Mrs. 
Franks.” Villagers gathered about 
the site of the tragedy yesterday 
and groups discussed the case and 
advanced various theories. Each had 
his own opinion of the case, and the 
motive for the murder. Searching 
partics were’ organized, and the 
ground for somo distance about the 
house was gone over carefully in the 
hope of getting some trace of the in- 
strument used by the murderer to 
force an entrance to the place and 
Kill the woman, The search was 
made under the direction of Con- 
stable Lymburner of Chippewa, who, 
with Chief Mnins of the Ontario po- 
lice, is investigating the casc. 

Weapon Can't Be Found. ~ 

There are any number of places 
close to the scene of tho tragedy 
where the murderer could secret 
his weapon, and it {a not to bo 
wondered at that it has not lcen 
found. ‘There is a creek which Cows 
to the north of the house, and there 
is a possibility that the weapon has 
becn thrown Into ths water by tho 
flend after leaving the scene of the 
murder, 

Had Been Frightened. 

The most important bit of evidence 
yet secured is 9 Statement made yes- 
terday by an inmate of the home of 
Dr. Gray, who explained that. the 
dead woman had colled on the doctor 
Inst Tuesday, but failed to find him. 
She gave her reason for the visit 
that she had received a severe fright, 
the night before, and that her heart 


would never be right again, She 
Wonted some medicine. After being 
told that the doctor was out — she 


left. saying that she would come back 
aguin in oa short time. On the way 
home she met Mrs. James Ofice, and 
ngain related tha incident, which 
caused her to becoine alarmed, Judg- 
ing from the conversation she had 
with the murdered woman, Mrs. Of- 
fice cume to the conclusion that a 
man had _looked in the deceased’s 
window when she was retiring. 

The dead woman seemed to take 
seriously the  actiun of the man, 
whore naine she did not mention, and 
talked of going to Buffalo for the 
winter months to live with friends 
who had spent the summer with her, 

Died Uefore 6.30 p.m, 

Yesterday Chief Mains was engaged 
in tracing the movements of the wo- 
nan prior to the murder, and .from 
his investiyation he is fairly / well 
convinced that Mrs. Franks met her 
death — between the hours of 4! and 
6.30 o'clock. ‘the dead woman was 
lust seen about 4 o'clock ot an auc- 
tion vale, at fn neighbor's house, at 
which hour she left for home. From 
the condition in which the lamps are 
at present, it: would apyear that 
darkness had not set in when Mrs. 
Franks was murdered. The lamps 
Lave no evidence of having been light- 
ed ongthe night of the tragedy. A 
villager, Who knew the deceased well, 
declared last night. that he had been 
speaking to a lady who had seen the 
deceased nt the auction sale as late 
as 5.20 pan. This would scem to in- 
dicato that the deceased had gone 
home and had returned a second 
time tg the place where the sale was 
in progress. 2

A Civili.m Soffers teverels for What. Is

The absurdity and wickedness ‘of 
duelitfg has rarely been more dram- 
atically IMustrated. than in’ the duct 
fought by two citizens of Vienna 2 
few days: ago, says The London Tel- 
egraph- A handsome’ woman of 
thirty-five, «Mme.

London, Sept. 30. — Sir Michact 
Tikeks-Bench. the former Chancellor 
of the Exchequer delivercd a) speech 
cat Bristol last night, in which he 
outlined the attitude of the Govern- 
iuent with respect to the opponents 
of the education bl], who had de 
clarcd their refusal to carry out the 
provisions of tho bill if it is enacted, 
or to pay the rates required. 
Sir Michacl said the strongest nog- 
conformist could not belicve that Par- 
liament world abolish denomination- 
al schools. ‘That being so, the bill 
«provided the only way of meeting the 
difficulty namely, the extension of 
elementary education. The former 
Chancellor of ths. Exchequer said. the 
LHL might need some alteration, but 
if the matter was to he settled peace- 
mly there must be no more threats 
of resistance to the will of Purlia- 
inent by local authorities, or by rate- 
payers to the payment of rates.) If 
y the local authorities failed in their 
duty, said Sir Michael, Parliament 
would eutrust their work to others. 
“The courts know hew to deal with 
those who, by refusing to pay the 
rates, range themselves on the side of 
auarchy.’" 

Sir Michacl criticized the War Office 
as chiefly responsible for the — in- 
crease {fn national expenditure. Ho 
said the South African war did not 
compure to the War jn the Soudan 
in economy and efficiency, ond: that 
there’was necessity for drastic re- 
forms in the War Office, on the mili- 
tary, however, rather than on the 
civil side. He declared he had told 
his. colleagues as nruch, and that he 
intended to contmue his. warnings.
